MAJORITY REPORT. 


To School Committee of City of Quincy: 

The sub-committee appointed at the! 

regular meeting of the Board to consit 
the subject of competitive examination for 
candidates desiring employment as teachers 
in our schools, have carefully viewed the 
matter and beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report. 

The selection of fully competent instruc- 
tors of the children in 
commission of vital importance entrusted 
by the citizens to aschool committee, with 
the expectation that the full intent and pur- 
pose of the law be realized, and that no ef- 
fort be omitted to obtain results as far as 
practicable in proportion to the dignity 
and gravity of the interests involved.

General Dissatisfaction Exists 


Regarding our present method of choosing 
teachers, and hence it becomes our duty 
calmly and judiciously to consider whether 
or not another plan should be pursued 
which is in operation in many of the best 
educational cities, and which is generally 
considered indispensible to the just and 
equitable distribution of desirable public 
salaried positions, and which is of the 
greatest value in obtaining for the schools 
that excellence of skilled talent which, by 
actual test of comp arative scrutiny, has 


our schools ou ght to bec ynducted in ac- 
cordance with the law of the State. This 
distinctly requires that the schoo! commit- 
tee shall personally conduct the examina- 
tion of the applicants for employment as 
teachers, as is shown by the following quo- 
tation from the 


Public Statutes of Mass. 


Chap. 44, ‘*The school com- 
mittee shall select and contract with the 
teachers of the public schools; shall require 
full and satisfactory evidence of the good 
moral character of all teachers who may be 
employed, and shall ascertain by personal 
examination their qualifications for teach- 
ing and their capacity for the government 
of schools.”’ 

It is evident from the emphatic words of 
this statute that the law does not permit or 
consent to the delegation of this duty, but 
insists that it be regarded as the special and 
personal obligation of the school committee. 
Under our present n 


Sec. 28. 


ethod our school board 
does not ascertain by personal examination 
either the qualifications for teaching or the 
capacity for goverament required of candi- 
dates for employment as teachers in the 
Quincy schools. Consequently we think 
that this present illegal system ought to be 
abandoned, and that other method be 
adopted which is in strict compliance with 
the law. 


Numerous Advantages 


Are derivable from competitive test of can- 
didates, 

It affords evidence of their comparative 
talent, knowledge and judgment; 
the occasion for interview between commit- 
tee and candidates, by which the former 
can gain personal information as to many 
individual qualifiations essential in appli- 
cants, and if these be deemed intellectually, 
morally and physically suitable, observa- 
tion of their governing capacity may fol- 
low. 

Uuder our existing method none of the 
committee has personal knowledge of the 
ability of the teachers who may be em- 
ployed; his only opportunity for observa- 
tion occurs after their appointment and is 
then limited to the teachers in the school 
under his immediate supervision. To our 
mind, the purpose of the law is plainly to 
require this scrutiny before employment in 
order that the schools may not be deteri- 
orated by the introduction of incompetent 
teachers.

Removal of Suspiscion 


Of partiality, favoritism or undue influence 


in the rejection or the selection of teachers. | 


This we consider a matter of great import- 
ance. When the supply of teachers ex- 
ceeds the demand, the members of the 
school board are approached and their in- 
flaence solicited for reasons not always 
based upon aciual qualifications for the 
position desired. This, we claim, is the 
inherent weakness of the present method, 
that it gives ample scope for the exercise of 
partiality and favoritism, quite as much in 


the exclusion of worthy and capable ¢ candi- 
dates as in the selection of the inferior. 

It should be our duty to place our method 
of choosing our teachers so far the 
suspicion of injustice or a that the 
citizens of Quincy may Fave perfect conll- 
dence that these positions are epen to all 
worthy and qualified candidites and that 
no one can be accepted for any other reas

Every day’s news seems to add to the 
gravity of the situation and to suggest 
new and far-reaching consequences.

It is pointed out by 
treasury officials that most of the exhibits 
will necessarily come from cholera-infected 
countries, and that the fair would conse- 
quently serve as a great propogation gar- 
den for the general disseminatjon of the 
disease. Then, too, it is urged that the 
practical removal of all the customary re- 
strictions from importations of goods in- 
tended for the World’s fair would make 
such importations doubly dangerous as 
disease-breeders. A postponement of the 
monetary conference on account of the 
cholera is also more than a possibility. 


HAS CROSSED THE OCEAN, 
Vessel Infected with Cholera Detained at 
New York Quarantine. 

QUARANTINE, S. L, Sept 1.—The steamer 
Moravia of the Hamburg-American line, 
had twenty-two deaths during her pas- 
sage, which the ship’s surgeon calleé 
cholerine. The first death took place Aug. 
19, and the last Aug. 29. Twenty were 
children and two adults. Thirteen were 
natives of Poland, three natives of Hesse, 
one Austrian, five Prussians. <All were 
buried at sea.

WASHISGTON, Sept. 2.—Following is the 
full text of a circular issued by the treas- 
ury department: 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1, 1892. 
To collectors of customs, medical officers of 
the marine hospital service, foreign steam- 
state and local boards of 


f ompanies, 
health: 

It having been officially declared that 
cholera is prevailing in various portions of 
Russia, Germany and France, and at certain 
ports in Great Britain, as well as in Asia; and 
it having made to appear that immi- 
grants in large numbers are coming into the 
United States from the infected districts 
aforesaid, and @hat they and their personal 
effects are liable to introduce cholera into the

United States, and that vessels conveying 
them are thereby a direct menace to the 
public health; and it having been further 


shown that under the laws of the several states 


quarantine detention may be imposed upon 


| these vessels a sufficient length of time to in- 


the introduction of contagious 
diseases, it is hereby ordered that no vessel 
from any foreign port carrying immigrants 
shall be admitted to enter at any port of the 
United States until said vessels shall have 
undergone a quarantine detention of twenty 
days—unless such detention is forbidden by 
the laws of the state or the regulations made 
thereunder—and of such greater number of 
days as may be fixed in each special case by 
the state authorities. 

This circular to take immediate effect,except 
this date, which 
will be made the subject of special considera- 
tion upon due application to the department.

Dr. Beck was summoned to the tenement 
95 Orchard street. In a room on the fourth 
floor of the building he found a man lying 
on a sofa, suffering great agony. The man 
said that he felt pains in his bones, that 
his stomach ached him and that he 
vomited freely. Dr. Beck immediately 
became suspicious when he saw the case, 
and asked the man, who was a foreigner, 
his name and how long he had been in the 
country. The man replied that his name 
was Joseph Etuainiz, that he was 35 years 
old, and had arrived in this country on 
Sunday last by the steamship Russia by 
way of Hamburg. He said he was born 
in Russian Poland. 

The doctor, after affording the patient 
some temporary relief, reported the case 
tothe police, saying that the symptoms 
and the fact that the man only came to 
this country recently by way of Hamburg, 
led him to believe that the man was suf- 
fering from cholera. The police promptly 
notified the board of health, and an in- 
spector was sent to the house. 

The house is a five-story tenement, occu- 
pied by about twenty families. There are 
over 100 people living in the place. They 
became greatly alarmed when they heard 
that Etuainiz, who was living with his 
sister, was believed to be suffering from 
cholera, and many of them preferred to 
walk the streets rather than go to bed. 

At the bureau of contagious diseases, 
those in charge declined to express 
any opinion in regard to the matter, 
saying that they were not at liberty to 
give out anything at present. 

Deputy Health Officer Sanborn, who has 
been in charge of the Moravia since 
Wednesday, returned to quarantine last 
night and reported that there were no new 
developments. 


Don't Get Frightened! 

New York, Sept. 2.—The American 
Druggist gives some sound advice regard- 
ing the cholera scare. It says: A great 
many people are giving themselves un- 
necessary trouble about cholera. The dis- 
ease is only formidable where inadequate 
means exist for grappling withit. De- 
ficient and impure water supply is the 
primary cause of its origin in Asia. Dirt, 
ignorance and warm weather are the 
principal transmitters of the disease. 
While it may be well enough to quaran- 
tine the low class of immigrants that have 
been reaching us from the infected dis- 
tricts in Russia and Germany, or shut 
them out altogether fora time, there is no 
bense in people being panic stricken here. 
No person need fear the cholera if he ex- 
ercises ordinary care in diet, cleanliness 
and sanitary surroundings. 

No Place for Immigrants. 

NEW York, Sept. 2.—The Inman line 
management has decided to carry only 
first cabin and second cabin passengers 
from Liverpool during the month of Sep- 
tember.

“I believe I have observed her more 
closely than any other person connected 
with the prosecution. 

“What do I think?

During 
fourteen years’ official work for oe 
J have seen and dealt with many cases of 
insanity. Ihave been brought in con- 
stant contact frequently with the inmates 
of the Taunton insane hospital and of the 
Worcest: ylum.

“She has looked wilder and more irre- 
sponsible half of the time the past fort- 
night than any person I have seen in the 
Taunton hospital in months. My opinion 
has been corroborated by an expert who 
was led out of curiosity to attend the 
hearing one day and observe her. As 
firmly as I believe she committed the 
murder, just so firmly do I think it the 
work of one insane, People may say, why 
doesn’t she signs of disturbance 
now? It is a well-known fact that a per- 
son may be comparatively sound on all 
matters but one. That is the way I think 
it is with Lizzie. 

“When sho heen locked up a 
weeks and the excitement of the examina- 
tion is off, I shall look for mental collapse 
and more definite signs of her trouble. In 
the event of my prediction coming true, 
it would be only necessary to procure the 
services of two doctors to examine her, 
and then, without much ado, an order 
could be given for her removal to the in- 
sane hospital, and that would be the-end 
of the prosecution of the Borden murder 
case. This I really believe will be 

The Ultimate Result. 

“If Lizzie’s condition is what I really 
think it is, such an end will be certain. If 
she is mentally sound and her counsel ap- 
preciates the true strength of the govern- 
ment’s case, with comparatively little 
trouble the same methods could be 
adopted with the same results. In either 
case I would not be the least surprised if 
Lizzie Borden never came to trial.” 

If the name of the official above quoted 
could be given it would lend much weight 
to his statements. The gentleman in 
question has had greater experience than 
Marshal Hilliard, andis of sound judg- 
ment. He knows the facts in the Borden 
case as thoroughly as the former, and in 
his interview with the writer an unpreju- 
diced opinion was sought and given.

A Peculiar Case Arising Under the Wil 
of a Boston Man. 


Boston, Sept. 3.—A peculiar state of 
facts is found to exist in settJing up the 
estate of the late Hammond W. Vinal, a 
well-known citizen of Boston, who died a 
few months ago. Mr. Vinal left a large 
estate, including an investment of $50,000 
in United States registered bonds.

As to the President’s Power to 
Quarantine Vessels. 


THE CASE OF ACTING CONSUL BURKE, 


Was Probably Unaware That the Mo- 
ravia Was Cholera-Infected. 


New York, Sept. 3.—Dr. Jenkins yester- 
day said he would use his discretion about 
keeping vessels in quarantine for twenty 
days. If he saw fit he would quarantine a 
Vessel more than twenty days, or less. He 
claimed that he had full authority, and 
that the president’s order could not affect 
him or cause him to do otherwise than as 
his judgment induced him. 

Collector Hendricks said that if there 
wasa confliet of authority the federal 
power would prevail. No vessel 
land passengers or cargo unless the vessel 
Was entered at the custom house, and he 
would act according to the instructions 
of the Washington authorities. 

Colonel Weber, the emigration commis- 
sioner, said no cabin or steerage passenger 
would be landed at this port without 
authority from the Washington govern- 
ment. It would do no good for Dr. Jen- 
kins to allow a vessel to go above quaran- 
tine before the twenty days expired, for 
nobody could land from it. 

As Viewed at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—A New York 
dispatch, containing Dr. Jenkins’ views 
with respect to the twenty days’ quaran 
tine order, was shown to President Harri 
son, but he declined to say anything in 
regard to it for publication. Secretary Fos 
ter said that Dr. Jenkins had not read the 
circular very carefully,for it was expressly 
drawn to reserve the doctor’s power in 
the premises. 

It was prepared so as not to interfere 
with any rights held by the states and 
there was no interference in the state’s 
administration of the law. The circular 
“Unless such detention is forbid- 
den by the laws of the state or the regula- 
tions made thereunder.” 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding said the 
matter of the length of time of quaran- 
tine iscommitted by the circular to the 
health authorities.

MORE KISING SUN SUITS. 


Injunction Against Proceedings 
Against the Scribe Sought. 
Boston, Sept. 8.—Judge Allen in the su- 

preme court was asked to grant a prelim- 
inary injunction, restraining A. M. Ly- 
man and J. A. Wainwright, assignees of 
the Order of the Rising Sun, from prose- 
ecuting a suit in the superior court 
against Walter S. Carson and others, 
which has been instituted to recover an 
alleged preference. Carson was scribe 
of a subordinate lodge, and inthe latter 
part of 1891 hadin his possession 250 ma- 
tured certificates, in paymentof which the 
supreme officers gave hima check for 
$25,000, which was not paid. When Sum- 
ner P. Smith of the Rising Sun Order was 
about to leave for Mexico, he was ap- 
proached by Carson and induced to give 
the latter $20,000 on aecount. 

Lyman and Wainwright, after they 
were appointed assignees by the Suffolk 
county court of insolvency, brought the 
suit in the superior court, alleging that 
the payment of the $20,000 was a prefer- 
ence. Carson has now brought a bill in 
equity in which he asks to have the su- 
perior court suit enjoined, and incident- 
ally asks that the court declare the ap- 
pointment of the assignees invalid on the 
ground that the Order of the Rising Sun 
is a foreign corporation and cannot be al- 
lowed to go into voluntary insolvency in 
this commonwealth. The court declined 
toissue the injunction, but ordered the 
assignees to file an answer by Sept. 16,and 
set the case for a hearing Sept. 20.

FIRE PROTECTION. 


Houghs Neck Again Stirred Up Over the 
Necessity—Meeting Called. 

The annual fire, which occurred at 
Houghs Neck Thursday evening, has 
awakened the owners of cottages to the 
necessity of better protection, and a meet- 
ing has been called for Sunday evening, 
Sept. 4, at 7 o'clock, to consider the sub- 
ject. It will be held at Mears’ pavilion. 

It is an acknowledged fact that the pro- 
tection is inadequate, and the hamlet pays 
sufficient taxes to entitle it to better pro- 
tection from the city. The Manet Land 
Company alone pays taxes of over $1,000 
a year. 

How shall the protection be given? 
One says extend the fire alarm; another, 
locate a hand tub there; a third, establish 
a public telephone; and another, extend 


the water works. 
The extension of the fire alarm would 


give some protection, but the fire would 
have nearly ba'f an hour’s start before the 
apparatus from the central station could 
arrive. The objection to the extension 
was that it would jeopardize the whole city 
as the fire alarm circuit is already too long. 
When a circuit repeater is put in, the 
Neck and all parts of the city can be better 
covered. 
To purchase a hand engine would be 
taking a step backward for a growing city. 
A telephone would be a grand good thing 
and the city could receive almost revenue 
enough from its use, to pay all the cost. 
Telephone service is something cottagers 
very much need in case of accident, sick- 
ness, and as a means of quick communica- 
tion, as well as for giving alarms of fire. 
The ultimate protection will be the ex- 
tension of the water mains to Houghs 
Neck. Water under pressure with a hose 
company would be all that is needed. The 
introduction of water would not be very 
expensive. It would greatly increase the 
value of property there, as fresh water is 
now a scarce article and the city would get 
a return in taxes if not from water rates. 
If the 125 cottages hada faucet each, the 
annual revenue would be $937.50, which 
would pay the interest on $20,000. 
Summer residents and property holders 
at Houghs Neck should wake up and de- 
mand protection.

G, A. R. ENCAMPMENT. 


Arrangements Have Been Made in Wash - 
ington for Reunions and Looking 
Up Old Acquaintances. 

The Executive Committee in Washing- 
ton, having in charge matters relative to 
the reception of the Grand Army of the 
Republic at their encampment to be held 
there this month, have made arrangements 
for the reunion of army corps, division, 
brigade and regimental organizations at 
such encampment.

Well Known Wollastonian Dead, 
Mr, David Whittemore, for many years 
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CLAIMED BY DEATH, 


Daniel Dougherty, the Silver- 
Tongued Orator. 


A REMARKABLY BRILLIANT CAREER, 


Was a Powerful Facior in Moulding 
Public Opinion. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 6.—Daniel Dough- 
erty, the silver-tongued orator, died at his 
residence in this city shortly after 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. Mr. ‘Dough- 
erty’s death was due to nervous prostra- 
tion which affected his brain. He has been 
sick for several months past, but was re- 
cently thought to be recovering by the at- 
tending physician. A change for the worse 
came Sunday night, and he sank steadily 
until death resulted. Only the immediate 


members of the family were present, in- 
cluding his son, D. Webster Dougherty, 
the well-known attorney. 


DANIEL DOUGHERTY. 

Daniel Dougherty was born in Philadel- 
phia Dec. 5, 1826. While a child his 
mother died and his father married again. 
It was then that young Daniel left home 
and began his struggle. His early life 
was a series of battles for existence. In 
his 18th year he made his real start in life 
by entering the law offices of William and 
Samuel Badger. Two years afterward he 
became prominent as 

A Democratic Spee ch-Maker 
and in 1849 he was admitted to the bar. 
In 1859 he was the ack nowledged leader of 
the Douglas party in this city. In the 
presidential election that placed Lincoln 
in the White House for the first term, the 
Douglas party polled nearly 9000 votes, 
which was due largely to Mr, Dougherty’s 
earnest efforts. In the beginning of 1861, 
at a public meeting in this city, Mr. 
Dougherty prepared the first resolution in 
favor of coercion against secession. 

In 1862 the Union League club was 
founded with thirty members, one of 
whom was Daniel Dougherty. Mr. 
Dougherty delivered in 1859 an address on 
“Fears forthe Future of the Republic,” 
before the literary societies of Lafayette 
college. The utterances of the great 
orator on that occasion, prophetic as they 
proved, caused widespread comment, all 
Over the werkt, and Sir Edward Bulwer 
Lytton was so impressed by them that he 
quoted and commented on them in the 
house of commons. 

When the army of the Confederacy in 
1863 invaded Pennsylvania and threatened 
Philadelphia, the friends of secession plac- 
arded the name of Daniel Doughtery with 
the names of other prominent Unionists, 
but the patriotic orator continued his zeal- 
ous work unmolested. The nomination of 
Tilden in 1876 brought Mr. Doughtery 
once more to the defense of the Democratic 
standard, and he warmly advocated the 
election of his party’s nominee. The same 
year he was nominated for congress by 
the Democrats, but 

Declined to Run. 

The last prominent appearance of the 
great orator on the political platform was 
in 1888, when at the St. Louis convention 
in behalf of the state of New York he 
nominated Grover Cleveland. The Dough- 
erty effort on this occasion was said to 
have been one of the most brilliant of his 
life. He then changed his place of busi- 
ness to New York. 

He married in 1853 a Philadelphia lady, 
and their union was blessed with six chil- 
dren, four sons and two daughters. One 
of his sons, D. Webster Dougherty, was 
associated with his father in his law busi- 
ness. In Catholic circles Mr. Dougherty 
stood prominent, and occasionally wrote 
articles in defense of his religion and in 
reply to articles antagonistic tothe Roman 
Catholic church. 

THE CHOLERA’S PROGRESS. 


A Few New Cases and Deaths, All Con- 
fined to New York Harbor. 

QUARANTINE, S. I., Sept. 6.—There were 
three new cases of cholera and one death 
on the steamer Nomannia yesterday, and 
three new cases and one death on the 
Rugia. There was one new case on Hoff- 
man’s island and one death on Swinburn’s 
island. Dr. Jenkins feels encouraged at 
the outlook. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—The trades’ union 
congress began its session at Glasgow 
Monday. Under the rules drafted by the 
parliament committee of the congress, 
trades societies by whatever name known 
are entitled to send one delegate for every 
2000 members or fraction thereof, provided 
they have made the required payment 
toward the expense of the parliamentary 
committee throughout the year. The 
move of a resolution is limited to fifteen 
minutes and the succeeding speakers to 
five minutes each. 


Bad Railroad Smashup. 
ROCHEsTER, N. Y., Sept. 6—A freight 
train on the new Lehigh Valley extension, 
near East Rush, was entirely ditched, ow- 
ing to the collapse of an embankment 
leading toatrestle. Engineer Wilson was 
instantly killed and two others badly hurt. 
The train was completely wrecked, _ 
Zimmerman Breaks a Record. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 6.—At the races 
of the Hartford Wheel club the only 
record broken was by Zimmerman in the 
one-mile handicap.

The Existing Tariff Law. 
Weare fortunately able to judgeof its in- 
fluence upon production and prices by the 
market reports. The day of the prophet of 
calamity has been succeeded by that of the 
trade reporter. An examination into the effect 
of the law upon the prices of protected 
products and of the cost of such articles as 
enter into the living of people of small means, 
has been made by asenate committee com- 
posed of leading senators of both parties, with 
the aid of the best statisticians,and the re- 
port, signed by all the members of the com- 
mittee, has been given to the public. No such 
wide and careful inquiry has ever before been 
made. These facts appear from the report: 

First--The cost of articles entering into the us« 
of those earning less than $1000 per annum has 
decreased up to May, 1892, 34 per cent., whil: 
in farm products there has been an increase in 
price, owing in part to an increased foreign 
demand and the opening of new markets. In 
England during the same period the cost of 
living increased 1.9 per cent. Tested by their 
power to purchase articles of necessity, the 
earnings of our working people have never 
been as great as they are now. 

Second—There has been an average advance 
in the rate of wages of .75 of 1 per cent. 

Third—Thers een an advance of prices 
of all products of 15.57 per cent.,andof all 
cereals of 3.59 per cent. 

The ninth annual report of the chief of the 
bureau of labor statistics of New York, a 
Democratic officer, very recently issued, 
strongly corroborates, as to that state, the 
facts found by the senate committee. His ex- 
tended inquiry shows that in the year im- 
mediately following the passage of the tariff 
act of 18% the aggregate sum paid in wages in 

: 925 in excess, and the ag- 
gregate production $31,315,130 in excess of the 
preceding year. In view of this showing of an 
increase in wages, of a reduction in the cost of 
articles of common necessity, of a marked ad- 
vance in the prices of agricultural products, it 
is plain that this tariff law has not imposed 
burdens, but has conferred benefits upon the 
farmer and the workingman. 

Some Special Effects of the t 


should be noticed. It was a courageous at- 
tempt to rid the country of a long-maintained 
foreign monopoly in the production of tin 
plate, pearl buttons, silk plush, linens, lace, 
etc. Once or twice in our history the’ produc- 
tion of tin plate had been attempted, and the 
prices obtained by the Welsh makers would 
enable our makers to produceit at a profit. 
But the Welsh makers at once cut prices to a 
point that drove the American beginners out 
of the business,and when this was accom- 
plished, again made their own prices. 

A correspondent of The Industrial World, 
the official organ of the Welsh tin-plate work- 
ers, published at Swansea, in the issue of June 
10, 1802, advises a new trial of these methods. 
He says: 

Do not be deceived. The victory of the Re- 
publicans at the polls means the retention of 
the McKinley bill and means the rapidly 
cruing loss of 80 per cent of the export Ameri- 
can trade. Had there been no Democratic 
victory in 1800 the spread of the tin plate man- 
ufacturers in -the United States would have 
been both rapid and bonafide. It is not yet too 
late todo something to reduce the prices of 
plates, Put them down to lls per box of 100, 
14 by 2), full weight basis. Let the workman 
take half pay for afew months and turn out 
more. Then let the masters forego profits for 
the same time. 

And again that paper says: “It is clearly the 
interest of both—employer and workman—to 
produce tin plates, tariff or no tariff,at a price 
that will drive all.competitors from the field.” 
But in spite of the doubts raised by the elec- 
tions of 1800 and of the machinations of foreign 
producers to maintain their monopoly, the 
tin ulate industry bas been established in the 


most 


United States, ain fhe alliance between the 
Welsh producers and the Democratic party 
for its destruction will not succeed. 

The official returns to the treasury depart- 
ment of the production of tin and terne plates 
in the United States during the lastfiscal year 
show atotal production of 15,240,830 pounds, 
and acomparison of the first quarter, 86,92 
pounds, with the last, 8,000,000 pounds, shows 
the rapid development of the industry. Over 
5,000,000 pounds during the last quarter were 
made from American black plates; the re- 
mainder from foreign plates. Mr. Ayer, the 
treasury agent in charge, estimates, as the re- 
sult of general inquiry, that the production of 
the current year will be 100,000,000 pounds, and 
that by the end of the year our production will 
be at the rate of 200,000,000 pounds per annum, 

Another Industry 

that has been practically created by the Mc- 
Kinley billisthe making of pearl buttons, 
Few articles coming to us from abroad were 
60 distinctly the product of starvation wages. 
But, without unduly extending this letter, I 
cannot follow in detail the influences of the 
tariff law of 189. It has transplanted several 
{mportant industries and established them 
here, and has revived or enlarged all others. 
The act gives to the miners protection against 
toreign silver bearing lead ores, the free intro- 
duction of which threatened the great mining 
industries of the Rocky mountain states; and 
to the wool growers protection for their fleeces 
and flocks, which has saved them froma fur- 
ther and disastrous decline. 

The house of representatives, at its last ses. 
sion, passed bills placing these oreS and wool 
upon the free list. The people of the west 
know how destructive to their prosperity these 
measures would be. This tariff law has given 
employment to many thousands of American 
men and women, and will each year give em- 
ployment to increasing thousands. Its repeal 
would throw thousands out of employment 
and give work to othersonly at reduced wages,

tothe workingman are largely addressed to 
his prejudices or to his passions, and not infre- 
quently are pronouncedly communistic, The 
new Democr leadership rages at the em- 
ployer and ks to communicate his rage te 
the employe. I greatly regret that all em- 
ployers of labor are not just and considerate, 
and that capital sometimes takes too large a 
share of the profits. But I do not see that 
these evils will be ameliorated by a tariff pol- 
icy, the first necessary effect of which is a se- 
vere wage cut, and the second a large diminu- 
tion of the aggregate amount of work to be 
done in this country. 

If the injustice of his employer tempts the 
workman to strike back, he should be very 
sure that his blow does not fall upon his own 
head or upon his wife and children. The 
workmen in our great industries are as a body 
remarkably intelligent, and are lovers of home 
and country. They may be roused by injustice, 
or what seems to them to be such, or be led for 
the moment by others into acts of passion; 
but they will settle the tariff contest in the 
calm light of their November firesides, and 
with sole reference to the prosperity of the 
country of which they are citizens and of the 
they have founded for their wives and

No intelligent advocate of a protective tar- 
iff claims that it is able, of itself, to maintain 
a uniform of wages without regard to 
fluctuations in the supply of and demand for 
the products of labor. But it is confidently 
claimed that protective duties strongly tend 
to hold up wages, and are the only barrier 
against a reduction to the European scale.

have had « liberal participation in the bene- 
fits of the tariff law, and, though their repre- 


sentatives have generally opposed the protec- 
tion policy, I rejoice that their sugar, rice,

Shrewdly, but not quite fairly, our adver- 


saries speak only of the increased duties im- 
posed upon tin, pearl buttons, and other 
articles, by the McKinley bill, and omit alto- 
evener ANY LTC rnp t- Cue Kitay aud Loewe 
ficial « ment of the free list. During the 
fiscal year, $458,000,772 worth of merchandise, 
or 55.35 cent, of our total importations, 
came in free—the largest percentage in our 
history; while in 1889,the per cent. of free 
importations was only 34.42 per cent. The 
placing of sugar upon the free list has saved 
to the consumerin duties in the last fifteen 
months, after the bounties provided 


for, $57,40,000. This relief has been substan- 
tially felt in every household, upon every 
Saturday's purchases of the workingman. 

One of the favorite arguments made against 
a protective tariff is that it shuts us off froma 
participation in what is called with swelling 
emphasis, “the markets of the world.” If this 
view is se one, how does it happen 
that our commercial competitors are not able 
to bear with more serenity our supposed sur- 
render to them of the “markets of the world?” 
And how does it happen that the partial loss 
of our market closes tin plate mills and plush 
factories, that still have all other markets? 
Our natural advantages, our protective tariff 
and the reciprocity policy make it possible for 
us to havea large participation in the “mar. 
kets of the world,” without opening our own 
to a competition that would destroy the com- 
fort and independence of our people. 

The resolution of the convention in favor of 
bi-metallism declares, I think, the true and 
necessary conditions of a movement that has, 
upon these lines, my cordial adherence and 
support.

at such a ratio to gold as will maintain the 
equality in their commercial uses of the two 
coined dollars would conduce to the prosperity 
of all the great producing and commercial 
nations of the world. The one essential con- 
dition is that these dollars shall have and re- 
ta tn equal acceptability and value in all 
commercial transactions, They are not only 
a medium of exchange, but a measure of 
values; and when two unequal measures are 
called in law by the same name, commerce is 
unsetiled and confused and the unwary and 
ignorant are cheated. 

Dollars of unequal commercial value will not 
circulate together. The better dollar is with- 
drawn and becomes merchandise. The true 
interest of all our people, and especially of the 
farmers and working people, who cannot 
closely observe the money market, is that 
every dellar, paper or coin, issued or author- 
ized by the government, shall at all times and 
in all its uses be the exact equivalent not only 
indebt paying, but in purchasing power of 
any other dollar. I am quite sure that if 
we should now act upon this subject inde- 
pendently of other nations we would greatly 
promote their interests and injure own own. | 

The monetary conditions in Europe within 
the last two years have, I think, tended very 
much todevelope a sentiment in favor of a 
larger use of silver,and I was much pleased 
and encouraged by the cordiality, promptness 
and unanimity with which the invitation of 
this government for an international confer- 
ence upon this subject was accepted by all the 
powers. Wemay not only hope for, but ex- 
pect highly beneficial results from this confer- 
ence, Which will now soon assemble. When 
the result of the convention is known we then 
shall be able, intelligently, to readjust our 
financial legislation to any new conditions. 

Our Election System. 


Inmy last annual message to congress, I 
said: “I must yet entertain the hope that 
it is possible to secure a calm, patriotic consid- 
eration of such constitutional or Statutory 
changes may be necessary to secure the 
choice of the officers of the government to the 
people by fair apportionments and free elec- 
tion.” I believe it would be possible to consti- 
tute a commission, non-partisan in its mem- 
bership and composed of patriotic,wise and im- 
partial men, to whoma consideration of the 
questions of the evils connected with our elec- 
tion systems and methods might be com- 
mitted with a good prospect of ‘securing 
unanimity in some plan for removing or miti- 
gating these evils. 

The constitution would permit the selection 
of acommission to be vestedin the supreme 
court, if that method would give the best 
guaranty of impartiality. This commission 
should he charged with the duty of ipouirig, 


as 
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into the whole sifbject of the law of elections 
as related to the choice of officers of the na- 
tional government, with a view of securing to 
every elector a free and unm ylested exercise 
of the suffrage, and as near an approach to an 
equality of value in each ballot cast as is. at- 
tainable * * ™ The demand that the limi- 
tations of suffrage shall be found in the law, 
and only there, is a just demand, and no just 
man should resent or resist it. 

1t seems to me that an appeal to our people to 
consider the question of

upon absolutely fair, non-partisan lines,might 
find some effective response. Many times I 
have had occasion to say that laws and elec- 
tion methods, designed to give unfair advan- 
tages to the party making them, would some 
time be used to perpetuate in power a faction 
of a party against the will of a majority of the 
people. Of this we seem to have an illustra- 
tion in the recent state election in Alabama. 
There was no Republican ticket in the field. 
The contest was between white Democrats. 
The Kolb party say they were refused the rep- 
resentation guaranteed by law upon the elec- 
tion board, and that, when the court by man- 
damus attempted to right this wrong, an ap. 


peal that could not bo heard until after elec- 
tion, made the writs ineffectual. 

Ballot boxes were thrown out for allged ir- 
regularities or destroyed, and it is asserted on 
behalf of one-half, at least, of the white 
voters of Alabama, that the officers to whom 
certificates have been given were not honestly 
elected. ‘There is no security for the personal 
or political rights of any man in a community 
where any other man is deprived of his per- 
sonal or political rights. The power of the 
states over the question of qualification of 
electors is ample to protect them against the 
dangers of an ignorant or depraved suffrage, 
and the demand that every man found to be 
qualified under the law shall be made secura 
in the right to cast a free ballot and to have 
that ballot honestly counted cannot be abated. 
Our old Republican battle cry, 

“A Free Baltot and a Fair Count,”’ 


comes back to us, not only from Alabama, but 
from other states, and from men who, differ- 
ing with us widely in opinions, have come to 
see that parties and political debate are but a 
mockery if, when the debate ended, the judge- 
ment of honest majoritiesis to be reversed 
by ballot box frauds and tally sheet manipula- 
tions in the interest of the party or party fac- 
tion in power. These new pelitical move- 
ments in the states and the recent decisions of 
some of the state courts against unfair appor- 
tionment law, encourage the hope that the ar- 
bitrary and partisan election laws and prac- 
tices which have prevailed may be corrected 
by the states, the laws made equal and non- 
partisan and the elections free and honest. 
The Republican party would rejoice at such 
asolution, as a healthy and patriotic local 
sentiment is the best of free and 
honest elections. I shall again urge upon con- 
gress that provision be made for the appoint- 
ment of anon-partisan commission to consider 
the subject 08 apportionments and elections in 
their relation to the choice of federal officers.

The Civil Service System 

has been extended, and the law enforced with 
Vigor and impartiality. There has been no 
partisan juggling with the law in any of the 
departments or bureaus, as had before hap- 
pened, but appointments to the classification 
service have been made impartially from the 
eligible lists. The system now in force in all 
the departments has for the first time placed 
promotions strictly upon the basis of merit, as 
ascertained by a daily TOLORl yak — 
crency OF the force thereby greatly increased. 

The approval so heartily given by the con- 
vention to all those agencies which contribute 
to the education or me cChuaren of wie jana, 
was worthily bestowed and meets my hearty 
approval, as doesalso the declaration as to 
liberty of thought and conscience, and the 
separation of church and state. The safety 
of the Republic is an intelligent citizenship, 
and the increased interest manifested in the

states in education, the cheerfulness with 
which the necessary taxes are paid by all 
classes, and the interest manifested by the 


children in the ional flag, are hopeful indi- 
cations that the coming generation will direct 
public affairs with increased prudence and 
patriotism. 
Public 
Our interests in public schools, open to all 
children of suitable age, is supreme, and our 
care for them will be jealous and constant. 
The public school system, however, was not 
intended to restrain the natural right of the 
parent, after contributing to the public school 
fund, to choose other educational agencies for 
his children. I favored aid by, the general 
government to the public schools, with aspe- 
cial view to the necessities of some of the 
southern states. But it is gratifying to notice 
that many of these states are,with commenda- 
ble liberality, developing their school systems 
and increasing their school revenues to the 
great advantage of the children of both races, 
To Farmers. 


Schools. 


The considerate attention of the farmers of 
the whole country is invited to the work done 
through the state and agricultural depart- 
ments in the interest of agriculture. Our 
pork products had for ten years been not only 
excluded by the great continental nations of 
Europe, but their value discredited by the 
reasons given for this exclusion. All previous 
efforts to secure the removal of these restric- 
tions had failed, but the wise legislation of the 
Fifty-first congress, providing for the inspec- 
tion and official certification of our meats, and 
giving to the president power to forbid the in- 
troduction into this country of selected pro- 
ducts of such countries as should continue to 
refuse our inspected meats, enabled us to open 
all the markets of Europe to our products. 
The result has been not only to sustain prices, 
by providing new markets for our surplus, but 
to add Scents per 100 pounds to the market 
value of the inspected meats. 

Under the reciprocity agreements, special 
favors have been secured for agricultural pro- 
ducts, and our exports of such products have 
been greatly increased, with a sure prospect of 
afurther and rapid increase. The agricul- 
tural department has maintained in Europe an 
agent whose special duty it is to introduce 
there the various preparations of corn “as 
articles of food, and his work has been very 
successfal. The department has also sent 
skilled veterinaries to Liverpool to examine, 
in connection with the British veterinaries,the 
live cattle from the United States landed at 
that port, and the result, in connection with 
the sanitary methods adopted at home, has 
been that we hear no more about our cattle 
being infected with pleauro-pneumonia. 

A judicious system of quarantine lines has 
prevented the infection of northern cattle 
with the Texas fever. Thé tariff bill of 1890 
gives better protection to farm products sub- 
ject to foreign competition than ever had been 
before, and the home markets for such 
products have been enlarged by the establish- 
ment of new industries andthe development 
of others. 

We may confidently submit to the intelli- 
gentand candid judgmentof the American 
farmer whether in any corresponding period 
somuch has been done to promote his inter- 
ests, and whether in a continuance and exten- 
sionof these methods thereis nota better 
prospect of food to him than in the invitation 
of the Democratic party to give our home 
market to foreign manufacturers and to 
abandon the reciprocity policy, and better 
also than the radical and untried methods of 
relief proposed by other parties which are 
soliciting his support.

The con- 
fidence which | refused to withdraw from him 
has been abundgnuy Cr gr 

In our relations with the great European 
powers the rights of the United States and of 
our citizens have been insisted upon with 
firmness. The strength of our cause and not 
the strength of our adversary has given tone 
to our correspondence. The Samoan question 
aud the Behring sea question, which came 
over from the preceding adrdinistration, have 
been, the one settled and the other submitted 
to arbitration upon a fair basis. Never before, 
I think, in a like period, have so many im- 
portant treaties and commercial agreements 
been concluded, and never before, I am sure, 
have the honor and influence, national and 
commercial, of the United States been held in 
higher estimation in both hemispheres. 

The Union Soldiers and Sailors 

are now veterans of time as well as of war. 
The parallels of age have approached close to 
the citadels of life and the end for each, ofa 
brave and Shonorable struggle is not remote. 
Increasing intirmity and years give the minor 
tone of sadness and pathos to the mighty ap- 
pealof service and suffering. The ear that 
does not listen with sympathy and the heart 
that does not respond with generosity are the 
ear and heart of an alien and not of an Ameri- 
can. Now, soon again the surviving veterans 
are to parade upon the great avenue of the 
national capital, and every tribute of honor 
and love should attend the march. A com- 
rade in the column of the victors’ parade in 
1865, Iam not less a comrade now. 

I have used every suitable occasion to urge 
upon the people of all sections the considera- 
tion that no good cause can be promoted upon 
the liucs ul Mobs do not dis- 
criminate and the punishments inflicted by 
them have no repressive or salutatory infiu- 
ence. On the contrary they beget revenges 
end poepatunta fan Tt is esnecially the duty 
of the educated and influential to see that the 
weak and ignorant, when accused of crime, 
are fairly tried before lawful tribunals. The 
moral sentiment of the country should be 
aroused and brougt to bear for the suppression 
of these offenses against the law and order. 

Immigration. 

The necessity for a careful discrimination 

among the immigrants seeking our shores be- 
comes every day more apparent. We do not 
wantand should not receive those who, by 
reason of bad character or habits, are not 
wanted at home. The industrious and self- 
respecting, the lovers of law and liberty, 
should be discriminated from the pauper, the 
criminal and the anarchist, who come only 
to burden and disturb our communities. 
Every effort has been made to enforce the 
laws, and some convictions have been secured 
under the contract labor law. 
The General Condition of Our Country 
is one of great prosperity. The blessing of God 
has rested upon our flelds and upon our people. 
The annual value of our annual commerce has 
increased over $400,000,000 over the average for 
the preceding ten years, and more than $210,- 
000,000 over 1800, the last year ynaffected by the 
new tariff. Our exports in 1892 exceeded those 
of 1890 by more than $172,000,000, and the an- 
nual average for ten years by $265,000,000. Our 
exports of breadstuffs increased over those of 
1880 more than $144,000,000; of provisions, over 
$4,000,000; and of manufactures, over $8,000,000, 
The merchandise balance of trade in our favor 
in 1892 was $202,044,342, No other nation can 
match the commercial progress which these 
figures disclose. Our compassion may well go 
to those whose party necessitates and habits 
stillcompel them to declare that our people 
are oppressed and our trade restricted by a 
protective tariff. 

It is not possible for me to refer even in the 
briefest way to many of the topics presented 
in the resolutions adopted by the convention. 
Upon all that have not been discussed, I have 
before publicly expressed my views. A change 
in the personnel of a national administration 
isof comparatively little moment. If those 
existing public functions are able, honest, dili- 
gent and faithful, others possessing all these 
qualities may be found to take their places, 
But changes in the laws and in administrative 
policies are of great moment. 

When public affairs have been given a direc- 
tion and business has adjusted itself to those 
lines any sudden change involves a stoppage 
and new business adjustments. If the change 
of direction is so radical asto bring the com- 
mercial turn table into use, the business 
changes involved are not readjustments but 
reconstructions. The Democratic party offers 
a program of demolition. The protective 
policy—to which all business, even that of the 
importer, is now adjusted—the reciprocity 
policy, the new merchant marine, are all to be 
demolished, not gradually, not taken down 
but blown up. To this program of destruc 
tion it has added one constructive feature, the 
re-establishment of state banks of issue. 

The policy of the Republican party is, on the 
other hand, a policy of safe progression and 
development of new factories, new markets 
and new ships. It will subject business to no 
perilous changes, but offers attractive oppor- 
tunities for expansion upon familiar lines.

SKELLY KNOCKED OUT, 


Dixon Easily Wins the Great 


Featherweight Fight. 


EIGHT ROUNDS SETTLE THE MATTER, 


The Boston Boy Gets the Biggest 


Money Ever Won in His Class, 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 7.—George Dixon, 
the colored champion featherweight pugi- 
list, still retains hjs title. The fight be 
tween Jack Skelly of Brooklyn, the%ex: 
champion featherweight, and George 
Dixon (colored) of Boston, last night,for the 
professional championship of the world, a 
purse of $7500 and a side bet of $5000, re 
sulted in the Boston boy’s favor. The 
match was for the biggest money eve1 
contested for by men of this class. Public 
Sentiment was nearly all in favor of the 
Caucasian, and the public betting nearly 
all on the side of the African. 


GEORGE DIXON, 

The contestants were weighed, s.scurd- 
ing to agreement, at 2:30 p. m Dixon 
tipped the s at 118 pounds’ de was 
just at weight. Skelly weighed but 116 1-2. 
The two men entered the ring soon after 9 
Skelly took the corner which is 
designated as the “loser’s corner,’”? and in 
which Peter Maher, Jack Dempsey and 
DULY Dyce wee Ackeetod Tom U' M0ushe, 
James Dougherty, J. J. Kellyand Jack 
Havlin of Boston were Dixon’s seconds. 
A. J. Bradley was bottle holder. Skelly 
was seconded by Jimmy Fleming Carroll, 
Joe Choynski and John Robinson, with 
Johnny Griffin, the Braintree, Mass., 
featherweight, as time-keeper. 

The gloves having been adjusted, the 
men shook hands and the battle began. 

The Fight by Rounds. 

First round—The men had no sooner 
been called to the center than Skelly let 
go his left on Dixon’s head. Dixon 
dodged cleverly and smashed Skelly on 
the face with the left. The boys hit each 
other lightlyon the face with lefts, and 
each man made a pretty play at stopping 
the rights. Dixon kept away after this 
and then made a rush and clinched. 
Skelly looked confident, and the crowd 
yelled. 

Second round—Skelly, who stood two 
inches over Dixon, again took the initia- 
tive, but missed with the left, and then 
Dixon got in two leff-handers on the body. 
Another left of Dixon’s caught Skelly 
hardinthe stomach. Dixon made two 
rushes and landed his left in each on the 
stomach. Skelly missed a right-hand 
swing for the jaw in the second. 

Third round—Skelly came up more wary 
in this round, but was promptly knocked 
down by a left-hander 6n the ear. Dixon 
got inthree lefts on the stomach and 
missed two swings for the head. Skelly 
was slow and could not land three cracks 
he made. 

Fourth round—Skelly was scary, and 
let Dixon clinch him until the colored boy 
caught his left on Skelly’s ribs. Skelly 
now made arush and Dixon slipped, but 
on recovering, before Skelly had time to 
recover, Dixon turned around and slapped 
Skelly hard on the face with the left. 
Dixon went in with the old left hand and 
landed three lefts on the stomach. Skelly 
seemed dead and went to his corner ina 
groggy manner. 

Fifth round—Skelly came out looking 
strong enough and made a weak attempt 
with his left to catch Dixon’s jaw. Ina 
clinch Dixon landed his left under the 
rightarm and then smashed him in the 
face with the right. Dixon now hit left 
and right on the eye and nose, and 
Skelly’s face was bloody from the eyes 
down. Skelly was quite tired, but he 
stood the gaff. 

Sixth round—Skelly forced Dixon over 
to his corner, but could not land a blow. 
Dixon hit him with his left twice under 
the right arm, once on the nose, making 
more blood flow and again with the left 
under the right arm. Dixon rushed with 
the evident intention of finishing his man, 
and landed left and right on the face. He 
repeated this twice and Skelly could not 
make a return of the weakest kind. 

Seventh round—Dixon led his left for 
the face and Skelly stopped it nicely. 
Dixon gotin astiff right-hander on the 
stomach and again on the face, one more 
on the neck,and for the fourth time on the 
body under the right arm. All blows hard. 
Then Dixon went at him with both hands 
and hit all over the ring. One left-hander 
on the jaw floored Skelly, who was bleeding 
freely. 

Eighth round—Skelly came up groggy 
again. Dixon was asfresh as a daisy. 
Dixon rushed and smashed Skelly all over 
the ring. At close quarters Dixon hit him 
with the right on the jaw and the crowd 
yelled “foul.” But there was no foul as 
each had an armful, Skelly went down 
under the force of the crack, but got up 
bloody, but plucky. Dixon ran at him 
again and thumped with right and left on 
the ropes. Skelly was so awfully played

COLONEL GIRARDEAU, 


In Albitumen, N. M., there lived sey. 
eral years ago an old gentleman named 
Clay Benton Girardeau, who hailed 
from Missouri. As is well known, it 
was considered ungentlemanly in the 
early days in Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas to ask a man his real name. We 
accepted the names that were given.

‘live in. 

“When St. Louis began to put on a 
jsilkk hat on Sunday I left the place, the 
home of my birth, and went to Kansas. 
Yhen Kansas began to improve, as the 
preachers say, and I quit. I've been 
coming west since then, and now I've 
been in Albitumen two years, and it’s 
what this saloon is, gentlemen. It’s the 
[Star of the West. You can drink and 
gamble every day in the month and no 
jone says a word. Yes, gentlemen, this 
jtown is the healthiest, happiest town in 
‘the world. It hus only one blot. They 
j\don’t believe in the code duello, They 
|believe in the shoot on sight principle. 
it’s wrong, gentlemen—wrong. The 
‘duel permits of a gentleman making his 
will or declining an invitation to dinner 
or paying his bill.” 

After luncheon I met the colonel 
i. Sve 
jagain. Somehow I spoke about the code 
‘duello. 

“By the way,” said the colonel, “I 
have an affair on hand tomorrow.” 

! “What!” said I, greatly astonished. 

“Yes,” he answered. ‘Some fellows 
jinsulted me last night, and this morn- 
jing I sent a challenge to all three and 
we fight tomorrow at daybreak. Dr. X. 
will be our surgeon. Won’t you attend 
‘as a witness or as an assistant?” 

“As an outsider,” I replied, still 
igreatly surprised, “but not as an as- 
sistant or as a witness. I am due in 
Washington on the 12th.” 

. “The habit of this country,” continued 
the colonel, ‘‘is the barbarous one of 
lshooting on sight, or telling your adver- 
lsary to go heel himself and then begin 
Shooting when yeu see each other.

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CORBETT IS CHAMPION 


Knocks Sullivan Out in the 
Twenty-first Round. 


THE EX-CHAMPION BADLY PUNISHED 


While the Californian Comes Out ot 
the Fight Without a Serateh. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 8.—The excitement 
that prevailed in this city yesterday has 
had no parallel since the Italian assassina- 
tion eighteen months ago. There was no 
subject discussed in any quarter save the 
event—the fight between James J. Corbett 
of California and John L, Sullivan of Bos- 
ton,for the heavyweight championship of 
the world, a purse of $25,000, given by the 
Olympic Athletic club, and a side bet of 
$10,000 each, 

Both pugilists were known to be in 
prime condition, and the greatest fight of 
the series was looked forward to with 
keen anticipation. 

There was a universal movement in the 
direction of the club, even before the 
shades of evening had begun to fall, Busi- 
ness men, clerks, lawyers and journalists 
took their down town and had 
their vehicles ordered early.

He had remained in 
his room until the very last moment he 
could with safety, and then, with his 
trainers and seconds, and representatives 
of the Southern Athletic club, he jumped 
into a carriage and went to the club. 

The Sullivan people came to the club 
first. They took a carriage at the hotel 
before 7 and drove instantly down witha 
string of hacks. 

Sullivan’s carriage was closed and few 
on the streets knew it contained the man 
from Boston. When it reached the elub 
there was an immense bundle of people 

Fighting Their Way Into the Club. 
The officers cleared the sidewalks, and the 
champion and his party went in. Jack 
McAuliffe, Frank Moran, Jack Ashton,; 
Phil Casey anl some lesser lights were- 
with them. 

Sullivan wore a dark suit, his heavy 
sweater peeping through his half open 
coat. He looked strong and determined, 
He walked with a jaunty air and came in 
so easily with the line of people entering 
that few noticed him. He went to his 
room and his friends prepared him for the 
fray. 

When his party pulled up in front of the 
door, the street was cleared and an ave- 
nue opened into the building. Corbett 
came in first with alight step and a face 
wreathed in smiles. 

He wore a tweed suit, a cap, and yellow 
shoes, and his hands were stuck in the 
pockets of his coat. He nodded to friends 
as he walked rapidly to his room, and 

Showed No Signs of Nervousness. 
Mike Donovan, James Brady, Denny Dil- 
lion, Jim Daly and one or two others trot- 
ted behind, and when they entered the 
little room upstairs they went to work to 
strip the gladiator. The two heavyweights 
remained in their rooms until called tothe 
ring. 

The arena presented a striking appear- 


ance. It was filled to its utmost capacity. 
Even the overhanging galleries were 


packed with an eager throng; all about 
the ring were deep rows of boxes filled to

Odds of About Two to One. 

Many backed Corbett for this fight who 
had won thousands of dollars on Sullivan 
in his former battles, but who believed 
that Sullivan had made the mistake of 
staying too long in the ring. The first 
sien of the contest came inthe person of 
Police Captain Billy Barrett, who stepped 
into the ring at 8°35 o'clock.

COLORED MEN WITH Pisro.s 


Have an Argument, and One of Them, 
an Editor, is Missing, 


Boston, Sept. 10.—The entryway of the 
house 80 Fayette street was the scene of a 
shooting afftay between Elijah Stewart 
and J. Gordon Street about 9:45 o'clock 
lastnight. Tht shooting was the outcome 
oftrouble over a woman, and all the 
parties are colored, Street being the editor 
and proprietor of the Boston Republican, 
“the organ of the colored people.” 

So near as can be ascertained, Stewart 
has not been living with his wife for some 
time, and she has been in the employ of 
Street, at his newspaper office. Lastnight 
she is said to have taken a number of his 
papers home with her to the house No. 80 
Fayette street to put them in wrappers 
for mailing. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock Street went to 
the house, as the landlady says, in a 
great hurry, and was standing in the 
room near the table when Stewart, who 
was evidently tracking him, rang the bell 
and asked to see his wife. 

She met him in the entry and had a few 
Toinutes’ talk. He then asked if Street 
was there, and receiving an affirmative an- 
Swer asked tosee him. His wife called 
Street, and as he entered the entry Stew. 
artdrew a revolver and fired at Street, 
who, clapping his hand to his side, said to 
Stewart's wife: “I’m afraid I am shot.” 

The landlady opened the door, and 
pushed Stewart out. As she did so Street 
fired a shot, the bullet lodging in the door | 
casing. Immediately thereafter Stewart's 
wife led Street down stairs, and he went 
out. 

_ This isthe last that has been seen of 
Street, and no trace of him can be found 
anywhere. He had not been taken to any 
of the hospitals and had not been home, 
nor could he be found at his office up to 
this morning.

Taylor and Windle Also Give Re- 
markable Exhibitions. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 10.—At Hamp- 
den park yesterday, Arthur Zimmerman 
rode a mile on a bycicle at a faster clip 
than Nancy Hanks drew Budd Doble 
around the reyulation track at Hamline, 
Minn., on Wednesday last. 

At 11:40 Zimmerman mounted his 
wheel and rode around the track. He 
stopped about 300 yards backs of the tape 
and waited until W. W. Taxis had 
mounted his safety and George A. Banker 
and Carl Hess their tandem. 

All being ready, the four flyers started 
toward the tape at a moderate speed, 
which increased rapidly as they advanced. 
They crossed the tape like a whirlwind, 
and were off 

After Nancy’s Record. 

Zim kept to the rear of the tandem for 
the first half, but after Taxis had dropped 
out and G. M. Wells had taken his place 
the champion began to hurry things. At 
the three-quarter post he pulled away from 
his pace-makers and finished alone. Time 
—2m. 8 45s. He thus established a one- 
mile flying start record. 

Willie Windle then came on the track. 
He announced that he would attempt to 
break Zimmerman’s half-mile record of 
Im. 1 45s,, made at Hartford Tuesday. 
When the ex-holder of the world’s record 
crossed the tape in the time of 1m. 5s. the 
crowd fairly went wild. This places the 
half-mile record where it will stay fora 
while. 

George F. Taylor, who holds the world’s 
standing start mile record, next tackled 
Zim’s record of a few moments before. 
With A. E. Lumsden of Chicago, J. P. 
Bliss of Chicago, W.S. Campbell, M. A.C., 
and N. H. Van Sickelen, al pacemakers, 
he went away. After a pretty mile ride 
he crossed the tape in 2m. 8 1-5s., three- 
fifths of a second better than Zimmer 
man’s record. 

The New Jersey rider 

Did Not Allow It to Stand Long, 
however. Zimmerman appeared on the 
track fresh and smiling after a good rub 
down at the hands of his trainer. Banker 
and Hess carried him a half mile in Im.

Counterfeit Quarters Afloat. 

Boston,Sept. 10.—A fairly well-executed 
counterfeit silver quarter, bearing the date 
1853, with the sunburst behind the eagle 
onthe obverse side, is being circulated in 
the city to a considerable extent. The base 
metal is thinly coated with silver, which 
wears off readily, exposing the true na- 
ture of the piece. The milling is poorly 
executed, as is also the date. The counter- 
feit is much lighter in weight than the 
genuine, but has a decidedly genuine ring. 
To the touch the spurious coin feels as if 
it was covered with grease. 


A Great Accommodation. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.— Postmaster 
General Wanamaker has issued an im- 
portant order deputizing the postmasters 
of free dellvery towns and rural commun- 
ities to put up letter boxes, on the request 
of citizens, for the collection and delivery 
of mail at house doors. The order, it is 
said, affects nearly 3,000,000 residences to 
which the free delivery service is already 
extended. 


Nine Men“Were Killed. 

ALTOONA, Pa., Sept. 10.—Later reports 
from the collision onthe Cambria and 
Clearfield railroad, show that nine men 
were killed, instead of seven as at first re- 
ported.

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QUEBEC TOWN BURNED OUT. 


A Hundred Dwellings Are Burned and 
Many Families Are Made Homeless. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 10.—About four o’clock 
yesterday afteruoon a barn at the east end 
of Hedleyville, across the river from here, 
took fire. In a moment the whole building 
was ablaze and, fanned by a fresh north- 
east breeze, the flames reached an adjacant 
house, which also took fire and spread 
with frightful rapidity. At five o’clock 
twelve houses were blazing and still the 
fire was gaining headway. Hundreds of 
men from this city, 200 men from the 
French frigate Arethusa and 200 men 
from H. M.S. Blake went to the assist- 
ance of the villagers, 

The village had no fire extinguishing 
apparatus. The men from the vessels 
were equipped with hand pumps, grap- 
pling hooks and kegs of gunpowder. By 


the time they had landed fully fifty 
houses were on fire. The English and 


French worked together in pulling down 
houses and barns and sheds, but the fire 
gained upon them, 

Atabout 8 o’clock the fire had reached 
the western end of the village, and the 
seamen concentrated their efforts to save 
several buildings on the north side of the 
main road.

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CONGREGATIONAL STRENGTH. 
Massachusetts Easily Leads in the Number 
of Churches and Communicants, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The census office 
has issued a bulletin giving statistics of 
the Congregational churches, The returns 
show that this church has 4868 organiza- 
tions, 4736 church edifices valued at $43 x 
835,437, and 512,771 communicants, These 
statistics also show that Massachusetts 
where the Pilgrims and Puritans estab- 
lished churches of the Congregational 
order early in the seventeenth century is 
still the stronghold of Congregationalism 
It has in that state nearly 102,000 mem- 
bers. In Connecticut, which comes sec- 
ond, there are 59,154, and in New York 
45,686, In the six New England states the 
aggregate of Congregational strength is 
nearly 230,000, which is about 45 per cent 
ofthe whole number of members in the 
United States. The proportion of mem- 
bers to population in Massachusetts is 1 
to 22, in Vermont 1 to 26.2, in Connecticut 
1 to 26.6, in New Hampshire 1 to 19.1, in 
Maine 1 to 30.7, in Rhode Island 1 to 48.

Massachusetts Women Try Their Hands 
at Shoplifting in Gotham. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Four sisters, Car- 
rie Byrnes, aged 28 years; Annie, 26 years;

A CORNER IN BARROOMS. 


Chicage Breweries Buy Up All the First- 
Class Saloons in the City. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—A combine has been 
formed between the breweries of Chicago, 
by which they are to contribute jointly 
the sum of $6,000,000, for the purchase of 
saloons throughout the city. The best 
paying establishments throughout the 
city are to be purchased and run in the in- 
terest of the trust. Six per cent. bonds 
to the amount of 36,000,000, secured by the 
plants of the companies in the combine, 
are to be floated as a means of raising the 
necessary funds. It is understood that 
the Milwaukee breweries are to some ex- 
tent in the deal. 


They Want a Good One or None. 
NeW HAVEN, Sept. 10.—Some time ago 
the Italian colony in this city decided to 
erect a bust of Columbus in one of the 
public parks near the center of the city, 
and permission was granted by the city 
council, Yesterday the residents of the 
locality retained counsel to oppose the 
erection of the bust, and, should they fail 
in this, an injunction will be asked from 
the courts restraining those in charge of 
the arrangements.

RESULTED, 


Many Others Are Seriously Injured 
and Some May Die, 


Boston, Sept. 12.—Nine dead, twenty- 
six injured, two dying. That is the story 
of a railway horror at the West ¢ ‘ambridge 
depot of the Fitchburg railroad Saturday 
night. 

An accommodation paesenger train left 
Boston at 10:15 p. m. An express train 
followed on the same rails at thirt y miles 
an hour. The passenger train waited a 


few minutes at West Cambridge to cross 
an incoming accommodation, 

The night was thick with fog. The 
standing train should have been protected 
by signal lanterns displayed 200 yards in 


issued from the wreck. 

Scalding steam entered the car, literally 
cooking the injured as they struggled 
helplessly ¥ thejr agony. Men and women, 
frantic with paif and fear, beat upon the 
Windows witn their hands, prayed and 
shouted for aid. 

Fire Breaks Out. 

Now fire added to the torture. The 
woodwork of the car had caught fire from 
the furnace embedded in it. 

The firemen had come and were pouring 
water on the blazing wreck. Police were 
applying the axe to the sides of the car, in 
an attempt to liberate the imprisoned vic- 
tims. Victim after victim was placed 
upon the floor of the station. 

Rescuers swarmed. Ambulances were 
Scarce. Express wagons were substituted. 
Splints ran out. The doctors used pieces 
of board asa substitute. Railway cushions 
and bundles of old papers were used to 
pillow wounded and dying. 

Women and men alike joined in the 
work of mercy. The little depot was at 
once hospital and morgue. 

Clearing the Track. 

Assistant Depot Master Trefry had 
wired for a wrecking train. Drs. Dunn 
and Collins of Parmenter street, Boston, 
preceded it in a special, and set to work 
at once. When the wreckers arrived 
with hoisting apparatus the wrecked cars 
were speedily removed.

Impossible to See Fifty Feet. 

The brakeman of the rear car was sent 
back to protect the train. His duty was to 
go far enough back to signal any train 
coming from Boston, and so render tele- 
scoping impossible.

It is, 
therefore, a question whether or not the 
brakeman had time to go back far enough 
to make his signal effective, retrace his 
steps and still catch his own train before 
it pulled out.

Crashed Into Its Rear Coach. 

Signals or no signals there had been no 
dimunition of speed. Engineer Goodwin, 
who lives to tell of it, says he saw no 
signals and believed he ha d clear rails be- 
fore him. He saw nothing until within 
ten yards of the train ahead. Then he 
saw it. Goodwin new what that meant at 
thirty miles an hour and with thirty cars 
behind him. , - 

Like lightning he reversed his engine 
and cried out to the fireman, but his voice 
was drowned by the terrific roar of solid 
wood and iron rent asunder in an instant. 

Goodwin’s engine, undera full head of 
steam and driven by the weight of the 
thirty loaded trucks behind it, had liter- 
ally buried itself in the rear passenger 
coach of the passenger train. The solid 
platform of. the car was cleft by a thirty 
ton wed 42, its sides were torn from their 
setting, and the roof torn off and raised 
upward.

Officers Appear Satisfied That They Are 
on the Right Track. 


WENDELL, Mass., Sept. 12.—A week ago 
yesterday Mr. Woodworth of Farley Vil- 
lage went to ride, and came home over the 
Mormon Hollow road, past the little cabin 
of Mrs. Rogers,found murdered four days 
ago.

AN AGREEMENT. 


Reported Between Manu- 
facturers and Cutters. 


Quincy Granite Manufacturers 
Say They Don’t Understand It. 


They Didn't Know Mr. Batterson Had 
Authority to Make Settlement, 


Everybody is Hoping That the Trouble 


ls at an End—The Terms. 


Boston dailies report a settlement be- 
tween the New England Granite Manu- 
facturers’ Association and the Granite 
Cutters’ National Union. The following 
is from the Journal : 

Concorp, N. H., Sept. 1i.—Hon. J. G. 
Batterson of Hartford, Conn., acting in 
bebalf of the Executive Committee of the 
New England Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association, was in conference yesterday 
and last night with the full board of officers 
of the National Granite Cutters’ Union on 
the subject of a settlement of the existing 
labor trouble. The conference was an 
entirely pleasant one, the nine members of 
the Executive Committee of the National 
Cutters’ Union being in attendance. The 
parties had no difficulty in reaching an 
agreement upon all points that came within 
the authority of the officers of the National 
Cutters’ Union. 

There are other matters which will have 
to be settled with the local unions before 
the cutters will return to work. 

Mr. Batterson is not hopeful of a settle- 
ment with local unions at present. As re- 
gards Mr. Batterson’s works in Concord 
the local union demands that two foremen 
and two apprentices shall be turned over 
to the local union, which claim the right to 
settle the status of these four workmen 
before the union workmen will return to 
work, Mr. Batterson says that he will 
not make such a disposition of the foremen 


and apprentices, for, if he did. he wanld 
Le Mavie LO arrest under the law of Con- 


gress on the ground of conspiracy against 
labor. 

The Herald 
have been as follows: 

“It is hereby agreed betweenjthe Granite 
Manafacturers’ Association of New Eng- 
land and the Granite Cutters’ National 
Union of the United States of America 
that bills of prices shall continue until 
March 1, 1895; and that three months’ no- 
tice shall be given by either party to the 
other, before the expiration of said period, 
of any change which may be contemplated 
at the end of such period. 

It is also agreed that any contention 
which may arise during the said period as 
to the performance in good faith of said 
agreement by either party shall be referred 
to a local board of conciliation, consisting 
of three referees appointed by each party 
interested, and in case of failure by a two- 
thirds vote of said referees, in arriving at 
a conclusion, then the matter in dispute 
shall be referred to a committee consisting 
of three members to be selected from the 
executive committees of each association, 
which committee shall act as a board of 
arbitration, and failing to agree by a two- 
thirds vote, said board,by a five-sixth vote, 
may agree upon and select an indifferent 
person to act as umpire, and the board thus 
constituted shall hear the parties and make 
the award by a majority vote, said award to 
be final. Pending such arbitration, it is 
mutually agreed that there shall be no 
strike, lockout or suspension of work.

If no notice of change is given by either 
party, three months prior to the expiration 
of the period before named, then the agree- 
ment in force at that time shall continue 
three years from and after March 1, 1895. 
This agreement is a settlement of all mat- 
ters in controversy which can be adjusted 
between the Manufacturers Association aud 
the national committee.”

AUTHORITIES DEFIED. 


ong Islanders Don’t Take Kindly to Short, Sharp, to the Point and Well | 


Quarantined Steamship Passengers. 

FIRE ISLAND,N. Y., Sept. 12.—Men from 
Islip, Babylon and other points on Lon 
island appear to have decided to preven 
the landing of quarantined passengers, by 
forceif necessary. They defy the governor 
and state health officers, and claim their 
“common rights” justify them in guard- 
ing Fire island from intrusion by people 
that may be infected with cholera. They 
intimidated the pilot so that he refused to 
bring in the Cepheus, with the Norman- 
nia’s cabin passengers on board, and they 
threaten to burn the Surf Hotel unless 
the attempt to use it for a quarantine sta- 
tion is abandoned. Twenty men havo 
been swornin as special constables an 
they have over 100 assistants, 

The men admit thatthey are armed, and 
declare that they will not give way to 
New York policemen or anyone else. 
President Wilson of the New York board 
of health has placed reporters and others 
on guard at the hotel and telegraphed for 
assistance. Forty French cooks and wait- 
ers, who were sent from the Hoffman 
Ilouse, were stopped at Babylon and 
stoned. They are not permitted to embark 
for Fire island. 

ATLANTIC HIGHLANDS, N. J., Sept. 12.—

The crab is gener- 
ally too b to do anything but feed 
until he is almost at the surface, when 
the net is scooped under him and he is 
landed with a whoop of exultation. 

No angler for trout, saimon or blue- 
fish pursucs his game more intently 
than the crabber does, but how in these 
burning days the youngsters can remain 
naked on the logs for half a day without 
losing every particle of skin is a mystery. 
Their yellow little hides seem as imper- 
vious to the sun’s heat as those of the 
Egyptian fiélahs.—Brooklyn Eagle. 
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Eccentric Personal Bookkeeping. 

A most eccentric person died a few 
days ago in Berlin at the age of seventy- 
three. He began on his eighteenth 
birthday and kept up till his seventieth 
year a book which showed that during 
fifty-two years he had noted the smoking 
of 628,713 cigars, of which he had re- 
ceived 43,692 as presents, while for the 
remaining 585,021 he had paid £2,080 

12s, 3d., which shows that his tastes 
were at any rate not unduly extrava- 
gant. During the same period he had 
hak 85 pairs of trousers made, costing 
altogether £92 3s. 3d.; 74 coats and 
waistcoat . 2d.; 62 pairs of 
boots for £66 2s. 2d.; he wore out 299 
shirts and “fronts” and 326 collars, cost- 
ing altogether £57 3s, 4d. In tram fares 
he spent £85 13s. 2d. In fifteen years, 
according to his bookkeeping, he had 
drunk 28,786 glasses of Bavarian beer, 
of which, however, 21,261 were only 
small ones. For this beer and 36,081 
glasses of cognac and other spirits he 
spent £1,070. He gave “tips” amount- 
ing to £261. His bookkeeping stopped 
when he completed his seventieth year, 
and at the end of this quaint volume are 
the words, “Omnia tentavi, multa per- 
spexi, nihil perfeci."—Berlin Cor.

ADMIRAL WALKER’S DELICATE MISSION 


Is Thought to Be One of Great In- 
ternational Importance. 


New York, Sept. 12.—The cruisers Chi- 
tago and Philadelphia left the navy yard 
at 2 o'clock yesterday, bound for La Guay- 
ra, Venezuela, under sealed orders. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—There are good 
reasons for believing that sealed instruc- 
tions, which were yesterday delivered to 
Admiral Walker on board the Chicago, 
entrusted him with a mission more im- 
portant, perhaps, than any that has been 
confided toan American naval officer in 
recent years. 

The conference which President Harri- 
son had with Acting Secretary of State 
Adee on his recent visit to Washington; 
the long consultation between Secretary 
of the Navy Tracy and Mr. Adee Saturday, 
before General Walker's instructions were 
finally agreed upon; the carefully worded 
statement given out that Admiral Walker 
was “directed to pursue a vigorous course 
in dealing with the situation, es- 
pecially in dealing with foreign ag- 
gression;” all take on new signifi- 
cance on the supposition believed to be 
well founded that Admiral Walker's mis- 
sion to La Guayra with his squadron will 
be to proffer the friendly intervention of 
the United States to the Venezuelan 
authorities, whoever they may be by the 
time he arrives out there, for the purpose 
of preventing the final absorption of 
Venezuelan territory by Great Britain and 
further to secure the restoration of the 
status quo as to boundaries as it existed 
prior to 1877 and to obtain consent for the 
submission to arbitration of the question 
of title to the territory in dispute between 
the two governments. 

The Key Note 
of the whole expedition is to be found in 
the following extract from a dispatch ad- 
dressed to Mr. Blaine before his resigna- 
tion of the state department portfolio, by 
Mr. Peraza, the Venezuelan minister to 
Washington: 

The honorable Mr. Blaine is already aware 
that agents of the government of Great Britain 
have taken possession, unduly and forcibly, of 
the port of Barima, at the mouth of the Ori- 
noco, Which up to that time had been possessed 
by Venezuela, whose title to it was undisput- 
able. It is only neceSsary to cast a glance at- 
the map of South America in order to see the 
vast importance of this aggressive step of 
Great Britain. 

When a European maritime power has once 
obtained a foothold at Barima, it absolutely 
controls the Orinoco river andits numerous 
affluents. Through that artery it may pene- 
trate as far as the river Rio de la Platte. Ven- 
ezuela is, therefore, not the only American 
Republic that is at the mercyof the naval 
power that gets control of the Orinoco river. 
Colombia, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil, the Argentine 
Republic and Uruguay are likewise at its 
mercy. 

This is not the danger which threatens 
Venezuela alone; it threatens all America, 
and is, perhaps, more serious than the posses. 
sion of the Panama canal by a European 
power, since it would render nugatory the 
efforts which, through the initiative of the 
Tnited States government, are now being 
made by tle umicn.-¢ America to draw close 
their family bonds, to unify the interests and 
to have one andthe same destiny in future. 
All these aspirations might be rendered fruit 
less by the presence and control in the Orinoco 
of so formidable a naval power as Great 
Britain. Her vessels would enter the mouth 
of that river and would carry to the great 
centres of population her productions, her 
ideas and her exclusive interests. 

Mr. Peraza, on behalf of the Venezuelan 
government, earnestly and almost pathet- 
ically begged the United States govern- 
ment to intervene, to prevent the republic

Guayra, under the command of an ad- 
miral specially instructed to aid and as- 
sist to the full extent of his power, 
Venezuela may be able to renew the over- 
tures for arbitration to better purpose.

FIRE ISLAND CLOSED AGAINST THEM 


po 


Although They Suffer from Hunger, 
Exposureand Exhaustion. 


—____. 


QUARANTINE, Sept. 13.—Of many dra- 
matic days since the cholera quarantine 
was instituted, yesterday was the climax 
so far. Concisely put, the events of note 
were: 

First—The arrival of the steamer Ce- 
pheus at upper quarantine at 4:15in the 
morning, with 200 0f the suspects of the 
Normannia on board, beeause the boat 
needed coal and water and her passengers 
needed food. 

Second—Governor Flower’s arrival in 
New York and his proclamation, specially 
directed to the people of Suffolk county. 

Third—The injunction restraining ‘the 
governor from taking Fire island in the 
hame of the state, the prayer of Suffolk 
county’s citizens being granted by Judge 
Barnard. 

Fourth—The conference at Quarantine 
in the afternoon between Governor 
Flower and Health Officer Jenkins, for 
the relief of the Normannia’s people on 
board the Cepheus at anchor in Great 
South bay, off Fire island. 

Doubtless the most important factor of 
the entire sequence of occurrences was 
Governor Flower’s suggestion to the 
health officer before leaving for the city at 
6 o'clock. In few words the governor ad- 
vised Dr. Jenkins that if the people on 
the Cepheus cannot be landed on Fire 
island, because it may appear Suffolk 
county has the law on its side, then he 
ought to take the bull by the horns and 
“let them go up to New York city. They 
are as well as you or J,” being about the 
governor’s exact words. When good 
nights were said, it was understood the 
governor would issue a proclamation, 
commanding the sheriff of Suffolk county 
to disperse all assemblages in an attitude 
of rebellion to the wishes of the state, and 
that Bourke Cockran would endeavor to 
have the injunction set aside, because of a 
flaw which made it defective. 

In the afternoon Dr. Jenkins heard that 


an injunction had been issued by Judge 

Barnard restraining the attempt to land

Dismayed at This Prospect. 

No attempt was made to serve papers 
upon him but the gravity of the situation 
forced him to dispatch Quarantine Com- 
missioner Allen in the cutter State uf New 
York for Rourke Cockran, in order to ob- 
tain legal advice. He held a conference 
with Dock Commissioner Cram“and Ed 
Stokes, aboard the latter’s yacht, and late 
in the afternoon the police boat Patrol,

Dr. Jenkins immediately went aboard, and 
the problems of the day were reviewed at 
length. 

Both then came ashore in company 
with Mr. Cockran, who decided the legal 
points, and immediately went to the 
telegraph oflice. It was learned that no 
injunction had been servrd, but as there 


was no doubt one had been issued, it 
would be obeyed with the understanding 
that the si Y of Suffolk county could 
call on the national guard for protection 
in the name of Dr. Jenkins. Dr. Jenkins 
then decided that he would go to Fire 
island in a tug with food and clothing 
supplies for the Cepheus 
The Events Since Nigitfall 


have displayeladezres of cruelty well- 
nigh inconceivable. As it was growing 
dark a small boat came from the Cepheus. 
It was rowed by two policemen, and in 
the stern stood a gray-haired man, Robert 
M. Thompson. As the boat approached 
the landing the mob gathered threaten- 
ingly. Mr. Thompson asked to be heard 
on behalf of the 200 women and children 
on the steamer who were suffering from 
hunger, exposure and exhaustion. After 
some minutes of insulting retorts by the 
mob, he was allowed to speak. He said 
that the men on the steamer did not ask 
to land. The young women would remain 
if necessary, but the ‘old women, some of 
them grandmothers, and the children, suf- 
fering for lack of decent care, should be 
allowed to land. They would be returned 
to the steamer after a night’s rest and 
one meal. 

Attorney Reid answered that if the cap- 
tain of the steamer would come ashore 
the people would consider the request. 
Mr. Thompson then returned to the 
steamer. It was dark, except for the 
light of the stars, when the boat was seen 
coming back. When the boat had almost 
touched the landing, a tall, spare figure 
was seen standing in the bow. “It is 
Senator McPherson of New Jersey,” called 
out Mr. Thompson. 

Senator McPherson stood silent for 
some minutes, looking at the men. 
“Citizens,” said the senator at last, “the 
captain declines to come ashore. If you 
will give me your injunction papers I will 
give them to him and he will accept them 
as legally served.” 

§,Bring your captain ashore, as you prom- 
ised,” said Attorney Reid. 

“That would accomplish no more than 
my offer to you,” continued the senator. 
“You want him for some other purpose 
than you have stated.” ; 

Attorney Reid replied that the captain 
must come ashore. 

“Ido not understand, you,” said the 
senator. “You appear to hesitate over 
some legal quibble, and your hesitation 
means unspeakable sufferings, probably 
death, to women and children.” The 
crowd remained silent. “If we can bring 
him ashore, will you agree to let the suffer- 
ing, innocent, helpless people land?” 

“They cannot land!’ yelled the mob. 

The senator then in an impressive voice 
said: “I appeal to you men, in the name 
of God, not to be Jonger led into heartless 
cruelty by this attorney, but to give your 
consent that these women and children be 
taken from this boat, where they have 
nothing to eat, no place to sleep, where 
the common decencies of life cannot be 
longer observed. where the snrroundings 


withstand the appeal, but the crowd stood 
sullen and silent, while the lawyer said 

“They cannot land. 1f we permit them, 
We will give away our case.” 

“They cannot land,”{ echoed the mob. 
Senator McPherson sank dotyn in the boat 
overcome, 

Mr. Thompson said: ‘You will at least 
allow Mr. Wright to send us food and 
blankets.” 

“Not unless the captain comes ashore,” 
answered the lawyer, and the mob ap- 
plauded, Then the boat was rowed back 
to the steamer. 

The newspaper men on shore made 
strong appeals in behalf of the passengers 
to the members of the Islip board of 
health. 

At 8:30 p. m., the board met and decided 
that if Dr. Voight would go with Lawyer 
Reid to the steamer and see thatthe in- 
junction papers were served, the board 
would allow food and blankets to be taken 
aboard. Dr. Voight had to promise that 
ho attempt would be made to land the 
passengers. Ononeof the trips of the 
ship’s yawl to the landing for bedding, 
Mr. Thompson came in the boat and asked 
the reporters to take a petition from the 
passengers to be telegraphed to Governor 
Flower. Mr. Thompson said the 

Paper Had Been Fumigated, 

but the crowd said nothing could be taken 
from the steamer. Mr. Thompson then 
read the petition, and the reporters copied 
it as he read it. It appeals to re- 
lease the passengers on the Cepheus from 
torture. It says the people are lying about 
on the decks of the Cepheus without any 
sleeping accommodations, Delicate women 
and aged and infirm men are without mat- 
tresses or blankets, and many are exposed 
tothesky. All are supperless, and this 
comes after three days of insuflicient food, 
dread of fire and misery of sea-sickness, 
and a dreadful uncertainty as to their fate. 
The petition declares that there have been 
no symptoms of cholera among those on 
board, and says: 

“The condition of the weak and infirm is 
reaching the limit of human endurance. 
For God’s sake release us and let us go to 
our homes. We will there put ourselves 
under any supervision you may direct. 
Take account of our peculiar conditions 
and act at once or the authorities of the 
Empire State will be responsible for the 
many deaths from ex haustion.” 

The petition is signed by Senator Mc- 
Pherson and others. 


Precautions at Chicago. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—The city department 
of health has made arrangement for the 
erection of a number of tents in the differ- 
ent divisions of the city for the accomo- 
dation of cholera patients should the 
dread disease be carried out here. For 
fear of objections on the part of residents 
in the neighborhoods selected the exact 
location of the tents will not be made 

public until the emergency arises.

BATP?ENM FOR AMEPICANS 


Led to the Deliberate Murder of an 
American Sailor at Genoa. 

LONDON, Sept. 18.—The latest advices 
received here from Genoa regarding the 
murder of Frank Reilly, the seaman of 
the U.S. S. Newark, who was killed on 
the night of Sept. 8 ina lodging house in 
Genoa, show that national animus against 
Americans was the cause of the crime. 
The proprietor of the lodging house, when 
the Newark’s men applied to him for 
lodgings, used most abusive language to 
them simply because they were Americans. 
One of those present, knowing the pro- 
prietor, advised the men that'it was unsafe 
for them to remain ip the place. All the 
sailors started for the door, whergupon 
the proprietor, with a knife in each hand, 
sprang towards Reilly and stuck both the 
weapons in his back. Reilly staggered to 
the street, where he fell dead in a few 
minutes. The murder was eytirely un- 
provoked, and Reilly was killed for no 
other reason than that he was an Ameri- 
can. In consequence of the killing of 
Reilly, the sailors of the United States 
vessels are not allowed to go on shore 
while they remain in Genoa. 


Got Free on a Technicality. 

CuIcaGco, Sept. 13.—James J. West, 
formerly proprietor of the Chicago Times, 
against whom three indictments for fraud- 
ulent issuance of Times stock were pend- 
ing, has been set free and criminal pro- 
ceedings against him dismissed. His dis- 
charge was due toa failure of the state’s 
attorney office to comply with the statute 
concerning a demand by a defendant for 
trial. He was sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for five years for the offense, but the 
supreme court granted him a new trial. 


A Side Shot at Chicago's Police,” 

CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Justice Blume dis- 
charged all the defendant jockeys, starters 
and employes who were arrested at Gar- 
field park for violation of the amusement 
ordinance.

W. G, A. Pattee, Esq., attorney for the 
railway, spoke at length. He said the 
comepuuy wtivauy ual & Location on Water 
street, but as the city was to widen the 
street thé company were willing to go to 
the expense of placing its rails in the centre 
of the street. _He did not suppose there 
was any opposition to changing location, 
the main question is what rail shall be 
used; some gentlemen believe the girder 
rail is the proper rail. The question is, 
whether a small corporation should be put 
to the expense of putting in girder instead 
of the Trail. Many of the stockholders 
are widows and orphans, and citizens of 
Quincy, and when you put the additional 
expense on them you are taking away their 
income. The girder rail is passing out of 
date as the T rail is the best. The town 
of Weymouth after an investigation gave 
the road the right to use the T rail, 

Mr. Pattee read letters from street rail- 
way superintendents from several cities in 
this State, all being in favor of a T rail as 
it was the best. Continuing, Mr. Pattee 
said our road would be glad to have your 
Committee on Streets visit any of these 
cities and see for themselves. Mr. Pattee 
had samples of rail with him, which he 
showed and explained the difference, claim- 
ing the girder rail was more dangerous 
than the T rail for light carriages. 

The T rails are now set on chairs and 
paved up to the top of the rail. He had 
been informed that there had been very 
few miles of flat rails put down in Massa- 
chusetts within the last ten years outside 
of Boston, as the girder rail isa thing of 
the past. 

John A, Daggan said the flat rail was 
narrow and passing over it caused the pay- 
ing to tip, which was impossible with the 
T rail, and in no case of modern construc- 
tion is the flat rail used. 

Both the above gentlemen answered a 
number of questions propounded by Coun- 
cilman Fallon and other members of the 
Council. 

The public hearing closed at 9.25. 

Councilman Bryant offered an o-der 
granting location as asked, leaving it for 
the Council to say what kind of a rail if it 
wished. 

Councilman Holden read several letters 
received from commissioners and superin- 
tendents of streets of cities, all of which 
opposed the T rail. He believed the in- 
terests of the city demanded a flat rail. 

Councilman Bryant moved an amend- 
ment that the rails should be of girder con- 
struction, of not less than 60 pounds to 
square yard, 

Councilman Fallon had this amended to 
read flat girder. 

Councilman Holden wanted to be en- 
lightened as to whether a flat rail would 
cause a burden to company. 

Councilman Fallon maintained that it 
would not be. The city was only asking 
its rights. The T rail was used only in the 
farming districts, 

Councilman Powers was not altogether 
convinced that the T rail was not the thing, 
It would answer if properly paved up to. 
He moyed to lay on table. 


Councilman Bryant opposed the motion, 
and President Thompson ruled it out of 
order. 

The amendment was adopted and the 
order referred to Committee on Streets. 

Water Street Railway. 


Councilman Bryant offered the follow- 
ing:

WASHINGTON’S EFFORT 


To Give the Boys in Blue a 
Hearty Welcome. 


STARS AND STRIPES IN PROFUSION 


—_—_—_—_—. 


Decorate Public and Private Build- 
ings and Fly Across Streets. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—A rain storm 
which, from the steady and persistent 
manner in which the water comes down, 
and the gusty nature of the wind, seemed 
to indicate the presence of the equinoctial, 
a week or so in advancelpf the usual time, 
set in yesterday, and threatens to delay 
somewhat the preparations, especially in 
the way of decorations, for the national 
encampment of the Grand Army, next 
week. But the rain is heartily welcomed, 
nevertheless, for it breaks the drouth of 
several weeks’ duration, and gives prom- 
ise of the only thing needed to give per- 
fect satisfaction and comfort to the visit- 
ing veterans and their thousands of 
friends. 

Dusty ways and sun-dried sod, which 
were painfully apparent, would have 
added their discomforts to the graver one, 
amounting to a positive danger, of an in 
suflicient water supply. The condition of 
the water system was of serious concern 
to the authorities, but the rain, and what 
seemsin prospect the next few days, re- 
moves all fear of danger from that source, 
besides renewing and beautifying the face 
of nature, and made improvements 
thereon in the way of walks, drives, 
flower beds and lawns. So far as can be 
determined now, nothing will be lacking 
next week to serve the convenience and 
pleasure of visitors to the national capital.

NO AGREEMENT. 


Mr. Batterson Denies 
Signing Bill. 


March 1, However, is Satisfactory 
to Both Sides, 


Non-Union Men and Apprentices Now 
the Contention. 


The rumor publisbed in Tuesday’s 
LEDGER that a letter had been read at the 
meeting Monday evening, of the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association of this city, 
from Mr. Batterson denying that he bad 
signed the bill of prices with the Granite 
Cutters’ National Union, has been verified 
by Mr. George L. Miller. According to 
Mr. Miller the trouble is no nearer a 
settlement than before. 

Mr. Miller further stated that the main 
trouble now, was, not when the bill of 
prices should terminate, as he thought the 
Manufacturers were willing to agree that 
the bill should terminate March 1, 1895, 
but the clause in regard to non-union men 
and apprentices. 

As the matter stands now, the cutters 
wish the manufacturers to agree not to 
employ any non-union men. This the 
manufacturers object to, as they claim the 
right to hire whom they please, regardless 
of whether the person hired belong to a 
labor union or not, while if the bill reported 
to have been signed was agreed to they 
could not do so. 

The apprentice clause is that only one 
apprentice shall be allowed to every twelve 
men to which the manufacturers do not 
wish to bind themselves. An apprentice ina 
stone yard has to assist at the derrick 
and help get stone in and out of the sheds. 
In some smal! yards there are fifteen or 
eighteen men and according to the rule 
they would be allowed but one apprentice. 
With that number of men the apprentice 
would be kept busy all the time at the 
derrick, and would have no opportunity 
to learn the trade. 

As stated above these two clauses are 
the principal ones upon which the 
settlement of the trouble hinges.

Locomotive Near Boston. 

Boston, Sept. 14.—The peculiar railroad 
accident at Cambridge Saturday night 
was duplicated in some respects on the 
New York and New England railroad, just 
beyond the Cottage street bridge, yesterday, 
but consequent loss of life was happily 
absent. The Norwood local train left the 
depot three minutes after a “deadhead” 
train to Dorchester, and just as the latter 
had cleared the Cottage street bridge, the 
former train crashed into into it, the 
engine of the Norwood train forcing itself 
into the rear car of the ‘deadhead,” and 
telescoping it for a distance of about one- 
quarter of its length. The force of the 
collision threw the passepgers of the Nor- 
wood train into a high stat¢ of excitement, 
but, although all were pretty well shaken 
up, no one was seriously injured. The 
cause of the accident is said to have been 
a flaw in the air brakes of the “deadhead” 
train.

And while during these hours the 
federal government of these United 
States strikes the keynote of this great 
American day that gives honor to the 
common American institution which 
unites us all, we assemble here that we, 
too, may exult the free school, that em- 
bodies the American principle of uni- 
versal enlightenment and equality, the 
most characteristic product of the fou 
centuries of American life. 

Four hundred years ago this morning

It was a virgin world. Human life

nificance, 


In the Old World for thou- 


| Sands of years civilized men had been 


; triumphing. 


trying experiments in social order. 
They had been found wanting. But 
here was an untouched soil that lay 
ready for a new experiment in civiliza- 
tion. All things were ready. New 
forces had come to light full of over- 
turning power in the Old World. In 
the New World they were to work to- 
gether with a mighty harmony. 

It was for Columbus, propelled by this 
fresh life, to reveal the land where these 
new forces were to be given space for de- 
velopment, and where the awaited trial 
of the new civilization was to be made. 

Today we reach our most memorable 
milestone. We look backward and we 
look forward. 

Backward we see the first mustering 
of modern ideas; their long conflict with 
Old World theories, which were also 
transported hither. We stalwart 
menand brave women one moment on 
the shore, then disappearing in dim for- 
We hear the ax. We the 
flame of burning cabins and hear the cry 
of the savage. Wesee the never ceasing 
wagon trains always toiling westward. 
We behold log cabins becoming villages, 
then cities. We watch the growth of 
institutions out of little beginnings— 
schools becoming an educational system; 
Ineeting — houses leading 3 to WIP iS 
political movements; county discussions 
developing federal governments. 

We see hardy men with intense con- 
victions grappling, struggling, ofton 
ainid battle smoke, and some idea char- 
acteristic of the New World always 
We see settlements knit- 
ting together into a nation with single- 
ness of purpose. We note the birth of 
the modern system of industry and com- 
merce and its striking forth into un- 
dreamed of wealth, making the millions 
members one of another as sentiment 
could never bind. And under it all, and 
through it all, we fasten on certain 
principles ever operating and regnant— 
the leadership of manhood; equal rights 
for every soul; universal enlightenment 
asthe source of progress. These last 
are the principles that have shaped 
America; these principles are the true 
Americanism. 

We look forward. We are conscious 
we are in a period of transition. Ideas 
in education, in political economy, ix 
social science are undergoing revisions. 
There isalarge uncertainty about the 
outcome. But faith in the underlying 
principles of Americanism and in God’s 
destiny for the republic makes a firm 
ground of hope. The coming century 
promises to be more than ever the age 
of the people—an age that shall develop 
a greater care for the rights of the 
weak and make amore solid provision 
for the development of each individual 
by the education that meets his need. 

As no prophet among our fathers on 
the 300th anniversary of America could 
have pictured what the new century 
would do, sono man can this day reach 
out and grasp the 100 years upon which 
the nation is now entering. On the vic- 
torious results of the completed centuries 
the principles of Americanism will build 
our fifth century. Its material progress 
is beyond our conception, but we may 
be sure that in the social relations of 
men with men the most triumphant 
gains are to be expected. America’s 
fourth century has been glorious; Amer- 
ica’s fifth century must be made happy. 

One institution more than another has 
Wrought out the achievement of the 
past, and is today most trusted for the 
future. Our fathers in their wisdom 
knew that the foundations of liberty, 
fraternity and equality must be univer- 
kal education. The free school there- 
fore was conceived the cornerstone of 
the republic. Washington and Jeffer- 
son recognized that the education of 
citizens is not the prerogative of church 
or of other private interest; that while 
religious training belongs to the church, 
and while technical and higher culture 
may be given by private institutions, 
the training of citizens in the common 
knowledge and the common duties of 
citizenship belongs irrevocably to the 
state. 

We therefore on this anniversary of 
America present the public school as 
fhe proudest expression of the principle 
of enlightenment which Columbus 
ggasped by faith. We uplift the system

in all the schools of the United States. 
_ Auniform programme for every school 
in America, to be used on Columbus 
Day simultaneously with the dedicatory 
exercises of the World’s Columbian‘ex- 
position grounds in Chicago, will give 
an impressive unity to the popular cele- 
bration. Accordingly, when the super- 
intendents of education last February 
accepted the plan for this national pub- 
lic school celebration, they instructed 
their executive committee to prepare an 
official programme of exercises for the | 
day, uniform for every school. 

The following programme has been 
prepared by the committee: 

The schools should assemble at 9 a. m. in 
their various rooms. At 9:30 the detail of vet- 
crans is expected toarrive. It is to be met at 
the entrance of the yard by the coior guard of 
pupils, escorted with dignity to the building 
and presented to the principal. The principal 
then gives the s 1al and the several teachers 
conduct their pupils to the yard, to drumbeat 
or other music, and arrange them in hollow | 
square about the flag, the veterans and color | 
guard taking places by the flag itself.

“Attention!” and begins the exercises by read- 
ing the proclamation.

Scenes on Fire Island. 


Fire IstaAnp, N. Y., Sept. 14.—Great 
bustle followed the arrival of the passen- 
gers at the hotel here. Considering the 
fact that 500 arrived within five 
minutes, it was natural that confu- 
sion should result. Everyone was good- 
natured, however, and waited patiently 
until assigned to quarters. Within two 
hours all were comfortably located. The 
second cabin passengers were put in the 
westerly end and the first cabin in the 
easterly. 

At 6:30 supper was served. It would be 
difficult to find a happier crowd than that 
which filled the dining room. Conven- 
tionalities were cast aside, and congratu- 
lations were showered from every quarter 
of the room. No strict quarantine was 
observed. Had they thought of it one 
half the passengers could have walked up 
the shore half a mile, hired cat-boats and 
sailed to the main shore. 

A windstorm is now raging, and all the 
passengers are thankful that they are not 
on the Cepheus. The troops will be needed 
here tomaintain the quarantine regula- 
tions. In reply to the offer of the men 
from Islip to withdraw the injunction if 
the governor would promise to sell the 
hotel, Governor Flower sent this telegram: 

S. A. Jennings:—Your dispatch received and 
your proposition declined. The conduct of 
the people of Islipin refusing shelter to the 
passengers of the Normannia, and in attempt- 
ing by mob force to prevent them from land- 
ing on state property, is a disgrace to our com- 
monwealth. The state accepts no terms from 
law-breakers, except submission to its author- 
ity. Your proposition is an insult to the 
executive and the state. 

Late last night men were circulating 
among the passengers in the hotel, offer- 
ing to run them across to the main shore 
for $50 ahead. Dr. Voight hada patrol 
of eleven men out, guarding the hotel 
from fire fiends. 

A despatch has been received from Gov- 
ernor Flower, addressed to Sheriff Dar- 
ling, saying that the governor preferred 
that the sheriff should remain at Babylon 
for the present, and that the troops would 
also remain there until all danger of inter- 
ference with the state authorities had 
passed. All is quiet. Definite news from 
the Bay shore meeting has not been re- 
ceived here, but it is reported that it re- 
sulted in a complete backdown of the bay 
men. 

Dr. Jenkins Asked to Explain.

CHOLERA IN GOTHAM, 


Five Persons Have Been Car- 
ried Off by the Disease. 


THE AUTHORITIES ARE NOT ALARMED 


—EE 


And Are Fully Prepared to Cope 
With Any Outbreak. 


New York, Sept. 15.—The board of 
health officially announces five deaths 
from Asiatic cholera, as follows: 

Charles McEvoy, who died on Sept. 6, 
address unknow Mrs. Sophia Wigman 
died Sept. 10, at 768 Eleventh avenue. 
William Wigman, husband of Sophia 
Wigman, died at the same address on the 
following day. Minnie Levinger, a child, 
died on Sept. 11, at 411 East Forty-sixth 
Street. Carlotte Beck, aged 30, died last 
Tuesday, at 464 Second avenue. All of 
these cases were originally reported to the 
health department as suspected cholera, 
and have been under the in?estigation of 
physicians connected with the department. 
Professor Herman Biggs, who is in charge 
of the division of pathology and bacteriol- 
ogy of the health department, has been at 
work making a bacteriological examina- 
tion of the intestinal fluids taken from the 
bodies of the suspected cases. Professo> 
Biggs reported to the health department 
the result of his examination, and an- 
nounced unhesitatingly that the cases 
were Asiatic cholera beyond any doubt. 

The physicians of the health department 
have been unable to find out how the 
cholera was contracted in each of these 
So far as they have been able to 
learn, none of the dead persons came in 
contact with the cholera germs. Every 
precaution has been taken to prevent the 
Spreading of cholera in the houses in 
which the patientsdied. The bedding of 
each of these patients has been burned 
and the houses have been placed under ob- 
servation. A bulletin issued by the 
health board says that thus far 

No Secondary Cases 
have occurred on the premises occupied by 
the sick persons, nor have any cases 
arisen from them. No suspected cases 
have been reported to the board since 8:30 
a. m., Sept. 13. 

President Wilson of the 
state board of health said that there was 
no occasion for excitement in this city. 
The health department has taken every 
possible measure to prevent the spread of 
the infection. 

Sanitary Superintendent Edson said 
there was no danger of cholera becoming 
epidemic, though there might be sporadis 
cases for at least sixty days, until real 
cold weather sets in, which would have 
the effect of stamping out the disease. 

The health officials have sent to Eliis 
island for the passenger lists of all ves-

Dr. Edson said the infection which 


caused cholera to break out here must have 
come through sume quarantine Tt may 
have been caused by some infected bag- 
gage or some clothing on some passengers 
who came ashore, and may have commu- 
nicated the germs. The source of infec- 
tion is being investigated very carefully. 

A story to the effect that a person 
named Callahan, at 418 East Forty-seventh 
street, had died of cholera, making the 
sixth case, could not be verified. Presi- 
dent Wilson said the case was under in- 
vestigation, but he would say nothing 
about the matter until it had been abso- 
lutely settled. 

City Oftiicials Consider the Matter. 

Mayor Grant held conferences last night 
with President Wilson of the health de- 
partment and Presiden} Porter of the de- 
partment of charities and corrections. He 
found that thedepartment of charities and 
corrections is fully nrepared to cope with 
any outbreak of choiera. Sporadic cases of 
cholera, to the number of a dozen cases a 
year, are not uncommon in this city. 
Theseca ses have always been taken care of, 
and the present contingency finds extreme 
precautions and gives the officials perfect 
confidence in their ability to take care of 
the disease this season. 

Max Vitkaft was stricken with symptoms 
of cholera Tuesday night and was removed 
¢» Bellevue hospital,where he died yester- 
day. If he was really afflicted by the plague, 
the infection has doubtless found a good 
breeding spot in the cheap lodging house 
on the Bowery where Vitkaft had aroom. 
The man was stricken with vomiting and 
diarrhoea while walking along Mercer 
street, and the physicians supposed that 
his was only a aggravated case of cholera 
morbus. An autopsy has been made on 
Vitkaft’s body, and portions of the intes- 
tines have been taken away for examina- 
tion 


Troops Not Needed. 

BrRooKkLyN, Sept. 15. — The Thirteenth 
regiment has returned here, leaving 100 in 
command of Major Cockran at Babylon. 

3ABYLON, L. L, Sept. 15.-—The Thir- 
teenth regiment boys worked like beavers 
in the rain, yesterday, in a large field op- 
posite the Wasson House, and erected 
about 118 tents. The soldiers were just 
preparing to move into this encampment, 
when word was received that the detach- 
ment of the Sixty-ninth, which had been 
soaking in the rain all day, had been or- 
dered home, and shortly afterward they 
started for New York. Colonel Austin of 
the Eighteenti regiment took possession 
of the Babylon telegraph office, in the 
name of the state, asa result of delay in 
sending a message from the colonel to 
Governor Flower. Later, the colonel 
withdrew his guard from the office. 


No Cause for Alarm. 

WASHINGTON. Sept. 15.—Surgeon Gen- 
tral Wyman, in speaking of the outbreak 
ef cholera in New York city, which re- 
sulted in five deaths, said that he was 
notatall surprised that the disease had 
gotten into New York city, but he does 
not feel alarmed over the situation, as the 
cases were scattered, and there was no ip- 
dication of its spreading.

The Workmen Are Contented with Things 
as They Are, 


Mr. John N. Kelly, secretary of the ex-

QuINcy, Mass., Sept. 14, 1892. 

More than 17 weeks have come and 
| passed since the great lockout of the gran- 
| ite cutters of New England. A lockout 
| Surpassing any previous one in the number 
|of workmen involved and the issues at

plorable condition, but it is proposed to return 
to the use of state bank circnlation, with 
which to measure the exchanges of the people, 

If there was nothing else in the contest but 
the proposition for the abolition of the tax 
upon the state banksand their revival, that 
ought tobe sufficient to defeat the Demo- 
cratic party. Our experience under that sys- 
tem of money will be reg ‘led by thousands 
and hundreds of thous<ids of the people 
through the country, and no man who has had 
any experience with it will want to return to 
it. It means local money instead of national 
money; it means that each state in the Union 
shall have money of its own, issued by state 
authority and under such regulations and 
with such security asthe several legislatures 
may determine. It means that our money 
shall be confined to state lines, which will in- 
terrupt and disarrange the interstate com- 
merce of the country. Every man would be 
required, if he wanted co be safe—and then he 
would not be safe—to carry what was known 
as the old bank detector, and it is proposed to 
go back to that. If the Democratic party 
should be successful and the principles de- 
clared at Chicago should be put into perma 
nent forms of legislation, we would have the 
British system of free trade and the old state 
banks with their worthless circulation. 

The British System of Free Trade 
would reduce the wages of every laboring 
man in the United States, the wages of every 
employe who performs service for another, 
within a strict sense,as workmen, and when 
the wages are reduced then it is proposed tc 
further cheat the laborer and employe by pay- 
ing him off ina depreciated currency; that is 
where the Democraticfeaders would put this 
country if they were honest when they made 
their platform. 

I do not believe that the sober, second 
thought of the people of this country will take 
the chances, under any circumstances, of a 
Democratic victory. Our money should be as 
national as our flag, and that is what it is to- 
day; and it should be as sacred as our national 
honor, as sound as the government itself; and 
the people of the country no more want free 
trade and the conditions which it will impose 
than it wants werthless state bank money. 

Free trade in this country would be wel- 
comed by every European country, by every 
commercial rival of the United States, and by 
every enemy to our progress and prosperity; 
free trade would increase foreign pro- 


duction and diminish domestic production in 
all 


competing products, until the laborers 
this country would acce the mis- 
erable wages which are paid foreign workmen. 
Free trade would encourage the foreign shop 
and discourage the American shop; it would 
incre the demand for workingmen abroad 
and ¢ inish the demand for workingmen at 
home; it would give employment to those on 
the other side and take employment away 
from those on this side; it would increase the 
spindles of foreign factories and diminish 
them in our own; build firesin their furnaces 
and extinguish them in ours; it would open up 
this market to their products and permit the 
foreign producer to enjoy this greatest 
and best market in the world, with- 
out condition or restraint, upon exactly the 
same terms tit the producers of our country 
enjoy in this market today. 

And do not forget that whatever of our mar- 
ket they take is a loss to our own country.

In 
every election since then the Democratic 
plurality for Lieutenant-Governor has been 
less than that for Governor. That of Rus- 
sell for Governor has decreased from 256 
in 1889 to 183 in 1891, while the adverse 
plurality for Lieutenant-Governor Haile 
decreased from 137 in 1889 to 66 in 1891. 

The coming election promises to be very 
close, as the Democratic plurality will with- 
out doubt be reduced.

Loon LARE, N. Y., Sept. 19.—The presi- 
dent has received a dispatch from Secre- 
tary Foster of the treasury department 
saying that the crisis in the cholera situa- 
tion has passed and that the disease is well 
under control. : 

New York, Sept. 19.—The board of 
health issued a bulletin in which it is 
stated that no cases or suspected cases of 
cholera had appeared since the last bul- 
letin and no deaths from cholera had oc- 
turred since Tuesday. 

Has Struck New Jersey, 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Sept. 19,-.-Cap- 
tain Carr, owner of the canal boat Henry 
Cahill, now lying at New York, came here 
to his mother’s house with his wife and 
sick child Friday, and was stricken with 
cholera yesterday, The case is pronounced 
Asiatic cholera by Dr. Baldwin. The house 
has been quarantined and a pest house pre- 
pared for the patients, but it is thought 
he will die before he can be taken there. A 
meeting of the city council has been called 
to make arrangements to combat the dis- 
dase. The city is in good sanitary condi- 
tion. There is much excitement, but no 
panic. A few people are moving out of 
the neighborhood. The patient had been 
drinking heavily, and was in poor health. 
Dr. Baldwin says Mrs, Carr may be 
stricken with the plague, but does not 
think it will spread fufther.

i Prior to the age of the 
discovery in 


which Columbus is the 
most illustrious figure, known facts were 
not thought absolutely needful in the 
drawing of maps. Maps were plenty; 


| facts for them were used as far as they 


would go; after the facts were exhaust- 
ed, geographical theories answered as 
well. 

Thus Ptolemy, in the map which 
served Europe for a dozen centuries, 
sketched the lands about the Mediterra- 
nean with at least a recognizable degree 
of correctness. But when he reached 
the limits of the explored regions he did 
not hesitate to finish his map; he simply 
put beyond the known frontiers what he 
thought ought to be there. He believed 
that beyond the visited portions of the 
earth were only vast deserts or impen- 
He had no idea of 
open oceans beyond the known lands. 
Ptolemy, however, understood and rep- 
resented the sphericity of the earth. 
What is still more curious, he estimated 
the earth’s circumference astonishingly 
near the truth. He made it only 3,300 
miles too little. 

But after Ptolemy, about 550 A. D., 
a geographer of the church arose whose 
name was Cosmas. He scorned the 
blasphemous idea that the earth was 
round. He laid out the whole universe 
in about the shape of a “Saratoga trunk,” 
to follow the figure of Professor John 
Fiske. 

But discoverers had been pushing east- 
ward across Asia. Some monks sent 
out as missionaries, in about 1250 A. D.. 
learned from Chinese whom they fell in 
with that on the eastern shore of China

The ideas of Ptolemy about the spher- 
icity of the earth were beginning to be 
held again. It was therefore not a 
great leap to think that perhaps the 
ocean on the east of China and the ocean 
on the west of Spain were the same 
Roger Bacon thought so, saying 
he fancied the distance from Spain to 
Asia was not so very great. Columbus 
thought He never dreamed a 
continent lay between. He argued that 
he had only to sail westward and he

Colu was aided by the map work 
of Toscanelli. This distinguished as- 
tronomer, who drew his map about 1470, 
calculated the circumference of the 
earth prodigiously near the truth—he 
made it only 124 miles too great. This 
accuracy for that day is simply amaz- 
ing. Toscanelli, however, was all in 
dreamland about Asia; he elongated 
Awie 42:11 $+ aarawnd tho whole Paviflu 
ocean. Then he pictured open ocean, 
beginning at about the longitude of 
California ana extenatuy vast tv Europe. 

Columbus pored over this map and 
carried it with him on his voyage as the 
nearest thing to a chart which was ob- 
tainable. Nevertheless Columbus had 
a theory of his own about the width of 
the Atlantic ocean and about the cir- 
cumference of the earth. Columbus be- 
lieved that Toscanelli’s figure of the 
earth’s circumference was all too large; 
so instead of about the true circumfer- 
ence Columbus went back and accepted 
Ptolemy's estimate, and thus made it 
3,300 miles too little. He calculated 
that to reach the wonderful Island of 
Zipangu, or Japan, he would have to 
sail only about 2,500 miles from the 
Canaries. In other words, he put Japan 
alittle nearer Europe than the West 
Indies. Columbus squeezed the earth 
up till he made its circumference just 
too small for America. Yet the conti- 
nent that his theory made impossible 
was to be his immortal glory. 

It was very lucky, however, that Co- 
lumbus thus jumped America in his 
reckoning, and that Toscanelli had 
stretched Asia across to California. For 
had Columbus known that the real dis- 
tance from the Canaries to Japan was 
12,000 miles he of course would never 
have dreamed of undertaking that voy- 
age; America would have waited for 
her discoverer till she revealed her pres- 
ence by some accident.

Commissioners Listen to the Final Testi- 
mony on the Cambridge Disaster. 

Boston, Sept. 20.—A further hearing on 
the recent Fitchburg railroad accident at 
West Cambridge was held yesterday in 
the rooms of the railroad commissioners. 
Edward F. Pratt, the engineer of the 
freight train 221, which followed the Erie 
fast freight that caused the wreck, was 
the first witness examined. He testified 
that he did not see either the distant or 
home signal at West Cambridge. His 
train was running fifteen miles an hour, 
and the Erie freight was rated to run 
twenty milesan hour. The first signal he 
saw was at the Boston and Albany cross- 
ing. He declared that he was not in- 
structed to slow up if a home signal was 
not seen, whereupon Chairman Sanford 
said he evidently didn’t know the rules. 
He saw the flag about fifteen car lengths 
ahead, but he saw the lantern and fusee 
first. 

James Powers, the rear brakeman of the 
Erie fast freight, was next called. He 
testified to putting out the signals for the 
freight that was following. The fog was 
so thick that he failed to see the locomo- 


tive headlight until it was within about 
six car lengths of him.

The 1500 seats on the platform were oc- 
cupied by prominent Grand Army and 
Woman’s Relief corps officials and govern- 
ment officials—a most distinguished gath- 
ering. The assembly call on the bugle 
secured partial order and the Marine band 
played a national air, after which Com- 
rade McElroy formally called the assem- 
blage to order and introduced Rev. S. B. 
Paine, D. D., of Ocean Grove, N. J., chap- 
lain-in-chief, who delivered the dedicatory 
prayer. Another air by the Marine band 
followed, and then Commander-in-Chief 
Palmer made the introductory address. 
As he rose the old soldiers gave him a most 
affectionate greeting. 

The reference to President Harrison was 
the signal for enthusiastic cheering,which 
lasted some time. The demonstration was 
a striking tribute to the soldier, president 
and man. 

Vice President Morton was warmly re- 
ceived as he rose, and when the cheering 
had seated, he bid the veterans welcome 
inthe name of the president. He spoke 
feelingly of the anxiety concerning Mrs. 
Harrison’s sickness, and concluded as fol- 
lows: 

In the order of time this may or not be your 
last grand review, but I express a hope of the 
great people that heaven will bounteously 
lengthen out your lives before you are called 
to the other shore to rejoin the ranks of your 
companions. And now, my countrymen, in 
behalf of the whole American people, I dedi- 
cate this “Grand Army Place’ and the com- 
memorative memorials, which it is believed 
will be hereafter erected upon it, to the ever- 
lasting glories of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. God bless you all and those who today 
unite with you in strengthening the union of 
the great republic. 

The flag on the staff, 130 feet overhead, 
was then unfurled and saluted by a park 
of artillery. With the “Stars Spangled 
Banner” by the Marine band, the dedica- 
plete and the thousands of comrades dis- 
persed. 

A Mighty Host of Veterans. 

Yesterday saw the gathering of the 
clans, the handshaking of 70,000 old battle 
scarred veterans, the telling over of old 
bygone reminiscences and camp yarns, the 
singing of ‘‘Comrades” by many a soldier. 
The great majority of those who intend to 
participate in the reunion were on the 
field, and last night the last rear guard, 
the last stragglers and camp followers 
rolled into the depots on the trains and 
landed from their tedious journey only te 
be revived by the enthusiasm, the sounds 
of martial airs and the steady tramp of 
the marching myriads. 

The white lot never saw such a time as 
at present, and the large rows of white 
tents and moving sentries brought vividly 
to the mind of the older people the war- 
like scenes of 61. Yet, it was unlike those 
days of nearly forgotten strife,for were not 
the encamped hosts a body of old men,with 
hair of gray and wrinkled faces? Were 
notthe bright uniforms unlike the old 
army blue, stained with Virginia mud, all 
tattered andtorn? Yes,it was plain to be 
seen that it was all different, and those of 
a generation back were thus brought to re- 
alize that they had not been like Rip Van 
Winkle, asleep for all these years. 

The decorations of the entire city were 
the sole objects of interest to the Grand 
Army men, but their friends came to see 
the capital as much as the grand reunion 

They were everywhere in evidence, from 
the Washington monument to the farthest 
nook in the Capitol building. 

Lincoln vs. Indianapolis. 

It has been demonstrated that Indian: 
apolis is not to have the next national en- 
campment without a fight. Lincoln, Neb., 
which was an aspirant at Detroit last 
year, will contest for the honor. The rep. 
resentatives of Indianapolis, headed by 
the committee of the Commercial club o!

the claim of that city and assert that they 
have already received sufficient assurances 
to warrant them in advertising Indian 
apolis as the next meeting place. The 
Lincoln representatives say they are in 
the fight to stay,and are notat all deterred 
by the confident front of their opponents.

Palmer by his aids and one to his wife. 
The presentation speech was made by 
Chief Aide Hull Grant, who iiuded and 
commended General Palmer as « man and 
commander. The general made a fitting 
response for himself and Mrs, Palmer. 
The general’s badge is a beautiful bit of 
workmanship of gold and diamonds, and 
is said to have cost 81000. 5

Tariffs should be imposed 
for the express purpose of revenue and not for 
any private purpose. In so far as the tariff 
is necessary to meet the necessities of the 
government, it may be imposed, and any other 
benefit which may be legitimately derived 
from its imposition may and does necessarily 
accompany it. 


The Democratic Position 


is a safe, logical, conservative and just posi- 
tion. With the constantly increasing expenses 
of government and the enormous amount of 
money, annually augmenting, required by the 
growing pension list, the tariffs which must 
necessarily be exacted to meet these expend- 
itures will be for many years to come amply 
insufficient to afford, incidentally, all the pro- 
tection which the most ardent advocate of the 
system can reasonably ask. Inthe imposition 
of necessary tariffs there should be exercised 
a wise discrimination in the amounts exacted 
and the articlestaxed.

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SOME NEW EVIDENCE 


Said to Have Been Obtained in 
the Borden Case. 


LIZZIE'S RIGHTS OF INHERITANCE, 


She Consulted a Providence Lawyer 
in Regard to the Matter. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Sept. 21.—The Globe 
publishes an array of facts bearing on the 
Borden case, of which the following is a 
summary: The state is ready to prove 
that six months before the murders, Lizzie 


Borden went to Providence by way of New 
Bedford and there consulted witha lawyer 
as to the possible disposition of her father’s 
property in the event of his death, and 
more particularly as to its disposition as 
affecting her. 

This man 1s one of the best-known law- 
yers in Rhode Island, and has held several 
political offices. He obtained all of the in- 
formation she could give him about a sup- 
positious case and he then asked her where 
she lived. When she said Fall River, he 
told her he would not be able to give her 
an answer at once, but if she would call 
again later he would have looked up 
Massachusetts law and would be able to 
advise her. 

Two weeks before the murder she again 
went to Providence via New Bedford and 
received all the information the lawyer 
could give her. Then she went to several 
stores in Providence and made purchases, 
directing that they be shipped to her 
home. 

The police are in possession of the ship- 
ping tag, showing that Miss Borden was 
in Providence on the day indicated. When 
the story of the murders was published 
the lawyer recalled his client of two weeks 
previous, 

A man who saw Miss Borden sitting in 
the lawyer’s waiting room gave the in- 
formation of her wanderings to the police 
and every effort was madeto seeif the 
professional man would not come to this 
city and identify the girl. On the last day 
of the preliminary hearing he was in the 
district court room and stood face to face 
with the prisoner. Recognition was mu- 
tual and the lawyer determined then to 
£0 on the witness stand and testify to the 
interviews when the proper time arrived. 
These facts are construed to mean that the 
state has discovered another link in bol- 
stering up their conception of a motive 
for the crime.

The track was 
tornupand alarge hole twenty feet in 
diameter and ten feet deep was made in 
the roadbed. The road at that point 
passes the land of Orlando Clark, whose 
barn it destroyed. John Clark, a brake- 
man, hud a marvelous escape. He was 
riding on top of the car of dynamite when 
it exploded. He was thrown 120 feet and 
his clothes were ripped off him, but he is 
unhurt, except for a few slight bruises 
and the shock to his system. William 
Stuart, another brakeman, was riding in 
the caboose and had his face cut by the 
broken glass. The roadbed was badly 
wrecked. The noise and shock of the ex- 
plosion was heard and felt for a distance 
of thirty-five miles.

GROCERS INDIGNANT. 


They Threaten to Sae Secretary Kelly for 
False Accusations. 

Arumor Tuesday, says the grocers are 
waxing warm over a certain part of the 
open letter of John N. Kelley, secretary of 
the executive committee of the Granite 
Cutter’s Union, which was published in the 
LEDGER of September 15. 

The particular part referred to is this : 

‘““A movement was set on foot a short 
time ago among the manufacturers and 
grocers to whip the men into Jine by refus- 
ing to give them any further credit.” 

The grocers deny emphatically the asser- 
tion and say it accuses them of conspiracy. 
It is said by those in position to know that 
unless that statement is retracted a suit for 
damages may follow. 

A prominent grocer when asked this 
morning about the trouble said: When 
our association was formed, one of the 
main objects was to systematize the credit 
system and it was intended to put it into 
force about the time the present trouble 
took place but it was deferred at that time 
as it would have looked as though the 
grocers had combined with the manufac- 
turers. For nearly four months the grocers 
gave unlimited credit to the men and asa 
consequence some of them have contracted 
large bills. Sept. 1, when it was found 
there was not much prospect of a settle- 
ment and we had given all the credit our 
capital would allow, the limited credit 
system was put in force. The result has 
been that these same men whom we have 
supported have now turned about and in- 
stead of trading with us when they receive 
money from the union carry it all out of 
town.

HAVOC AT ROCKAWAY BEAOR. 


Many Hotels and Other Byildings De- 
stroyed by Bire—Two Livés Lost. 

RocK AWAY BzeAacH, N. Y., Sept. 21.—The 
most disastrous conflagration that has 
ever visited this seaside resort was finally 
mastered last evening, after several hours 
of hard fighting. The local fire depart- 
ment was badly hampered in its efforts by 
the lack of water. The area burned over 
is from thirty to fifty acres, and where, 
formerly, there was a long line of hotels, 
bathing houses, carousals, etc., isnow a 
mass of smouldering ruins, 

It was not until after reinforcements 
from the fire department of Long Island 
City, Ozone Park, Wood Haven and Mor- 
ris Park had arrived that any headway 
was made, The following is a correct 
list of the buildings destroyed: Kings- 
land’s Casino, Meissner’s Hotel, Collins’ 
Hotel, Murray & Dalz’ Hotel, Sam Myer’s 
Hotel and iron pier, Simpson’s Hotel, 
David Filee’s Hotel, Shuber’s Globe Hotel, 
Garrison’s bakery, St. James Hotel,George 
Burchell’s grocery, Linwall’s Hotel, 
Weiskoff’s Hotel and Morrison’s Hotel. 

The only loss of life is Mrs. Phillips, the 
wife of the proprietor of the Seaside Mu- 
seum, and her 6-year-old daughter. This 
was the building in which the fire orig- 
| inated, and so suddenly did the flames 
spread that before the woman could es- 
cape, all exits were cut off. The woman 
appeared at a window for a moment, while 
the flames surrounded her on all sides. 
Firemen shouted for her to jump, but she 
refused and fell back into the flames. 

Several of the firemen were injured more | 
or less seriously. ‘The loss is estimated all | 
the way from $500,000 to $1,000,000, but con-

The New Building 


Is an ornament to the architecture of the 
city, although not an expensive one. The 
appropriation by the City Council was 
$30,000, and such a favorable contract was 
made that there was a surplus for furnish- 
ing, and there is still a balance, 

It is an eight-room building of brick 
with granite trimmings, situated on the 
south side of Brooks avenue, in Ward 
Three, so that all the rooms have a southern 
exposure and sun throughout the day. 
The dimensions of the structure are 48x129, 
and there are two stories with four school 
rooms each. Two rooms on each floor are 
25x36 feet, and two 25x33 feet. 

There are four entranees to the building 
all of which are on the north or street side. 
Two lead hy ashort flight of steps directly 
into the hall of the first floor. The other 
two lead into a small hall, from which 
steps lead to the basement and also to the 
hall above mentioned, 

As both floors are cut up exactly alike, a 
description of one only is necessary. 

A large hall runs nearly the whole length 
of the building leading into a school room 
and cloak room at each end. From the 
y| ball there are two entrances to each of 
the two other rooms. Two large racks in 
the hall are used to hang the wraps of the 
scholars of the centre rooms. 

On the front of the building leading 
from the hall is a small room about 9x 12 
for the teachers use. 

The two larger rooms are lighted by 
eight windows, while the smaller have five.

The 
heating and ventilating apparatus is also 
situated in the basement. This consists of 
two Lynch & Woodward boilers, which can 
be run separately or together. 

There are also two small Fuller & War- 
ren ventilating furnaces which are run in 
summer and when the two boilers are not in 
use. 

Seats have been put into the building to 
accommodate 384 scholars, although more 
can be added if necessary.

Summing Up of the Points in 
Defense of Mrs. Smith. 
HaArtrrorp, Sept. 24—The defense of 
Mrs. Virginia I’. Smith, the missionary of 
the City Mission, a charitable organiza- 
tion of this city, against the charges of 
George W. Fowler, first selectman, made 
in his report to the board of selectmen 
Aug. 5,is made public. It was written 
and is signed by John Hooker, reporter of 
the supreme court, and husband of Is- 
abella Beecher Hooker, both of whom are 

life friends of Mrs. Smith. 

The defense accuses Mr. Fowler of per- 
sonal hostility to Mrs. Smith of long 
standing, which began with his opposi- 
tion to legislation forthe care of neglected 
children in temporary county homes in- 
stead of in almshouses. Mr. Hooker 
claims that Mrs. Smith is not responsible 
for the neglect to comply with the law in 
not notifying selectmen when young chil- 
dren were placed out to board, and insists 
that the charge of frauds and peculations 
by Mrs. Smith in placing children out for 
adoption is not proven, the principal wit- 
nesses who made affidavits on this point 
being untrustworthy. 

Claim is made that illegitimate children 
for whom Mrs. Smith found homes should 
receive tender care and be brought up in 
virtuous surroundings. Mrs. Smith, in 
fifteen years and six months, has found 
homes for 1200 children. But twenty-nine 
of these were illegitimate, of whom one- 
half were placed out direct by their moth- 
ers, who paid for their board. The impli- 
cation by Mr. Fowler that Mrs. Smith 
had cared for unfortunate women at her 
own home is controverted, and claim 
made that there has been but one illegiti- 
mate birth at her house in fifteen years.

Can Chinese Naturalized Under th 
British Law Enter the United States? 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Assistant Secre- 

tary Spaulding, in a letter to the collector 
of customs at Port Townsend, W ‘ash., 
says that the naturalization of a Chinese 
person by an adjacent country would not 
qualify such person to enter the United 
States. The letter was written in reply 
to the collector’s request for instructiops 
in the case of Chin Yan, a Chinaman, 
who claimed to be a British subject, and 
appealed for admission into the United 
States. The applicant submitted a certif- 
cate of fnaturalziation, issued by the 
county court of New Westminster, Van- 
couver. Under the department’s decision 
he will still be barred out from this coun- 
try. 

An official of the treasury department 
said that it was a debatable question if 
this action of the departmentin refusing 
to recegnize British naturalization of 
Chinese persons is not in conflict with the 
treaty with Great Britain, whereby its 
subjects are allowed to enter and leave the 
United Stotes at any time and all times.

The Agreement Signed 
Karly This Morning. 


Provisions Made for a Board of Arbitra- 
tion in Future Troubles. 


No Discrimination to be Made by Manu- 
facturers or Union. 


The labor trouble in the granite industry 
isatan end. It took almost all night to 
reach the final agreement, but it was bound 
to come, as predicted a few days ago, and 
is given in full below with the signatures 
of both committees. There is general re- 
joicing that work is to be resumed, and a 
hope that the arbitration clause will pre- 
vent all future suspensions of work by 
either party in event of a disagreement. 
The agreement is submitted without further 
comment, 


Art. I. Itis hereby agreed by and be- 
tween the Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of Quincy, Mass., and the Quincy 
Dranches of the Granite Cutters’ National 
Union, that the granite cutters and tool 
sharpeners return to work for a term of years 
terminating March 1, 1895, under the old 
bills of prices of 1892 which were in operation 
atthe time of the suspension of business, 
with such slight changes as specified, which 
may be agreed upon by these committees. 

Should either party desire a change at the 
expiration of said period, three months’ no- 
tice shall be given previous to March 1, 1895. 
If no notice of change is given by either 
party, as above stated, then the agreement in 
force at the time shall continue for three 
years from and after Marck 1, 1895. 


Art. IT. It isalsoagreed that any conten- 
tion which may arisa during said periods as 
to the performance in good faith of said 
agreements by either party, shall be referred 
to a committee consisting of three members, 
each to be selected from the execative com- 
mittees of the Quincy branches of the Granite 
Cutters’ National Union, and the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association of Quincy ; which 
committee shall act as a board of ar- 
bitration, and failing to agree by a two-thirds 
vote, said board by a five-sixths vote shall 
agree upon and select a disinterested per- 
son to act as umpire, and the board thus con- 
stituted shall hear the parties and make an 
award within 30 days by a majority vote;

umpire. Pending such arbitration in refer- 
ence to the above bill of prices, it is mutual- 
ly agreed that there shall be no strike, lock- 
out or suspension of work. 

Art. III. It is further agreed that the 
number of apprentices employed shall be dis- 
cretionary with the employers. 

Art. IV. Itis hereby mutually agreed be- 
tween the Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of Quincy,and the Quincy branches of the 
Granite Cutters’ National Union, that no dis- 
crimination be made betwen union and non- 
union men, on the part of the granite cutters 
and tool sharpeners of Quincy, provided that 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Association of 
Quincy on their part agree not to discrimi- 
nate against any member of the Granite Cut- 
ters’ National Union, or against any of their 
members who have served in any capacity 
on any committee of the Quincy branches, 
or any member on who may have made 
himself prominent during the present sus- 
pension of business. 

Art. V. By discrimination between 
union and non-union men it is understood 
and agreed that the interpretation of the 
word is, that the union men shall not inter- 
fere with the non-union men to prevent the 
free pursuit of their work and will work with 
and give such men any assistance necessary 
in the performance of their work. 

Art. VI. It is agreed that all square 
drops not otherwise specified dropping one- 
half inch or under shall count half a mem- 
berandif more than one-half inch shall 
count a member. 


Art. VIT. Allcuts and decisions which 
have been agreed upon by joint committees 
shall be published at once, and future de- 
cisions published monthly. 

ArT. VIII. Itis agreed that Article II 
of agreement shall not be construed to mean 
that the workmen shall waive any right o! 
suspension of work where the employer fails 
to pay the workmen on or before the payday 
ofeach month unless satisfactory reasons are 
given to the workmen’s standing committee. 

Akt. IX. The foregoing articles num- 
bered one to eight are hereby agreed to 
and ratified by the executive committees of 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Asscciation of 
uincy and the Quincy Branches of tlhe 
National Granite Cutters’ Union who are em- 
powered by their associations to make these 
settlements.

He Makes Venezuelans Understand That 
They Must Respect “Old Glory.” 

New YorK, Sept. 27.—The steamship 
Caracas, from Venezuela, arrived at her 
dock in Brooklyn yesterday afternoon. 
Her officers report an exciting experience 
with the authorities of Venezuela. When 
the steamship reached La Guayra the cus- 
toms officers refused to allow her to land 
her cargo because she touched at Puerto 
Cabollo. The United States cruiser Con- 
cord was in the harbor of La Guayra un- 
der command of Captain White. As soon 
as he learned of the action of the customs 
authorities he put a guard of maritiés on 
board the Caracas, and he then turned his 
guns on the city and threatened to 


bombard it unless the Caracas was al 
lowed to proceed without interference. 
The customs authorities then came to 
terms and allowed the steamship to be en- 
tered. There are now three United States 
warships in the harbor, the Concord, the 
Kearsarge and tho Chicago. According 
to the stories of the officers of the Caracas 
the revolutionists are victorious in Ven- 
ezuela. The only large cities that are in 
the hands of the government are Caracas, 
La Guayra and Valencia.

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An Electrical Detective. 

A clever piece of detective work, 
which must appeal with sad and crush- 
ing suggestiveness to the crook frater- 
nity, has been done in Toledo. A barber 
for some time missed cigars from the 
case in his shop. At first only a few 
cigars were taken, but presently the 
thieves became bolder and took whole 
boxes. A watch was set and detectives 
were employed, but allin vain. At last 
the barber struck on the idea of having 
an automatic detecter fixed in the shop, 
and he called in an electrician. A cam- 
era was arranged so as to cover the cigar 
tase, and a flashlight apparatus and the 
tamera were connected by wires with 
the sliding door of the cigar case, so 
that when the door was opened the wires 
would be brought together. The circuit 
thus formed would produce a flash and 
secure instantaneously a picture of the 
thieves. For twelve days the cigars 
were unmolested, but on the morning of 
the unlucky thirteenth the thieves were 
prompted to try their hand again. 

The plate was taken from the camera 
and developed, and on it was seen a 
unique and interesting picture, contain- 
ing the likenesses of two juveniles who 
were in the act of stealing the cigars. 
Every detail in the shop was distinctly 
seen, the clock showing the time at 
which the youngsters’ little operations 
were interfered with, and the mixture 
of cunning and caution on the face of 
the boy who was evidently taking the 
active part in securing the booty was 
intensely amusing. The boys were at 
once recognized, were arrested, tried 
and sent to a reformatory, and the judge 
commended from the bench the ingenu- 
ity of the means of detection employed.

The Antiquity of the Arabian Horse. 

How far back do the pedigrees run 
and what is the origin of the Arabian 
horse? These questions it is impossible 
to answer definitely. The Bedouins 
themselves believe that Allah created 
the equine genus on their soil. “The 
root or spring of the horse is,” they say, 
“in the land of the Arab.” This pious 
belief is shared by a few generous souls 
in England and America, a small but 
devoted band, who gallantly defend the 
cause of the Arabian horse against his 
only rival, the modern English thorough- 
bred.

seriously to consider. According to Ma- 
jor Upton and a few kindred spirits all 
other breeds are mongrels, and the only 
way to procure horseflesh in its best and 
purest form is to go back to the fountain 
head—to the horse of the desert.—Atlan- 
tic Monthly.

| Napoleon’s Base Treatment of the Great 
General—His Untimely End. 


, Thirty years ago Toussaint L'Ouver- 
ture was a name to conjure with. Poets 
and orators described his virtues and his 
genius and cited him as an illustrious 
txample of tae capabilities of his race. 

A romantic interest will always attach 
to hisname, The fact that for fifty-four 
years he lived in deepest obscurity as a 
slaveona Haytian plantation and the 
epic character of his subsequent achieve- 
ments give a tinge of antique heroism to 
his history. 

The French colony in Hayti was long 
one of the greatest slave marts in the 
world, At the time of the French revo- 
lution there were in the colony 30,000 
whites, 20,000 free mulattoes and 500,000 
slaves. The mulattoes, many of whom 
had been educated in France, took ad- 
vantage of the revolution and obtained 
a recognition of their political rights 
from the French assembly; the whites of 
Hayti refused to recognize the decision 
andawar broke out which was soon 
complicated by an uprising of the whole 
slave population. On a memorable night 
in Angust, 1791, the plantations were 
fired and many of the whites were mur- 
dered, 

Toussaint 


had not at this time ac- 


quired the name of L’Ouverture. This 
word, meaning “‘the opening,” was ap- 
plied to him afterward because he 


opened a way for the freedom of his race 
through the chaotic conditions of the 
following years. 

In the dreadful wars of the years fol- 
towing the uprisal of the slaves his ex- 
traordinary influence over his race and 
his military genius gave him pre-emi- 
nence over all other chiefs. A design 
of freeing his race, which could only be 
accomplished by making it the ruling 
race of Hayti, gradually took shape in 
his mind and forms the key note of his 
career, : 

France, Spain and England each bid 
high for alliance, but France de- 
clared for the freedom of the slaves and 
he finally ranged himself under the 
French flay, It was evidently his desire 
to maintain a desirable connection with 
a European power which would yet 
leave him at liberty to develop his plans 
for his own race, but the realization of 
his idea required a disinterested co-op- 
eration of which no European govern- 
ment was cupable, 

In a few years he had been recognized 
by France as commander in chief of the 
army of Hayti and was practically dic- 
tator of the island. 

As a ruler of Hayti he surrounded 
himself with the pomp ofa prince, al- 
though personally he retained habits of 
severe stmplicity. He atesparingly and 
slept little, heime possessed of extraor- 
dinary powers of endurance. In dignity 
of manner he was entirely equal to his 
position. He endeavored to reconcile 
conflicting races, and his rule was im- 
partial and able. 

But Napoleon was not the man to al- 
low a dictator under himself. He sent 
an army of 80,000 nen to Hayti to re- 
store slavery and reduce the colony to 


his 


subjection. 

Suspecting the true purpose of the ex- 
pedition, Toussaint resisted the landing 
of the army, but finally laid down his 
arms after he had been assured that 
there was no intention of restoring 
slayery and that he injured the cause of 
lbis race by resistance. 

He was still too powerful ta be openly 
seized, but he was decoyed into the 
French quarters and was then hurried 
on board a vessel and carried to France. 
He hoped*to meet Napoleon and defend 
his conduct, but on landing he was se- 
cretly hurried to a loaely fortress in the 
Alps, where he shortly afterward died. 
\Many wild stories attributing his death 
to murder found credence at the time. 
INeglect and the change from a tropic to 
an Alpine climate doubtless hastened 
Ibis end. 

By his removal the progress of his 
lrace was incalculably retarded. 

While Toussaint’s fate and place of im-

SISTENL struggie oF tne WeMmMVUCTAacy, Massacice 
setts in November next will for the first time 
in her history hold an election in which every 
citizen will vote because hg tsa man, and not 
because he holds propert "pays a tax. We 
have at last, thank God, reached a point in 
political progress when the policy and govern- 
ment of our beloved commonwealth are to be 
hereafter forever settled by manhood, and not 
by poll taxes; by personality and citizenship, 
and not by property. Having struggled fora 
generation for this result, you will appreciate, 
I know, the pleasure it gives me from this, my 
my last official position, to declare its accom- 
plishment. One more effort in removing the 
property qualification of the governor and 
Massachusetts rests wholly upon intelligent 
manhood as the 
Solid Basis of Her Government. 

It is not fitting, as I hope it is not neces- 
sary, that I should speak of the state ad- 
ministration. Itis before you, and I doubt 
not it will challenge your critical and can- 
did judgment, and to that I think it may be 
safely and cheerfully trusted. I am the more 
confident of this because I percieve that our 
Republican friends do not, either in the 
speeches or resolutions of their convention, 
make any adverse criticism upon it. 

We meet on the eve of a national election 
to take such measures as will secure Demo- 
cratic success both in the nation and in the 
state. I trust we fully appreciate our re- 
sponsibility and our duty. 

The Democratic party is not a mere personal 
following. It seeks the election of no man to 
public office for mere personal reasons or pur- 
poses, but solely that such election may put 
into administration principles which the wel- 
fare of the country and the greatest good of 
its people demand. Still less does it aim to 
promote selfish class or special interest. Its 
constituency is mainly the industrial masses, 
whose advancement and elevation it ever 
seeks, and whose counsels so largely shape its 
policy.

vided; absolute acquiesence in the decisions 
of the majority—the vital principles of repub- 
lics, from which there is no appeal but to 
force, the vital principle and immediate 
parent of despotism; a well disciplined militia 

our best reliance in peace and for the first 
moments of war, till regulars may relieve 
them; the supremacy of the civil over the 
military authority ; economy in the public ex- 
pense, that labor may be lightly burdened; 
the honest payments of our debts and sacred 
preservation of the public faith: encourage- 
mentof agricultare,and of commerce as its 
handmaid ; the diffusion of information and 
the arraignment of all abuses at the bar of 
public_reason; freedom of religion; freedom 
of tha press; freedom of person under the 
protection of the habeas corpus, and trial b) 
juries impartially selected—these principles 

Form the Bright Constellation 

which has gone before us, and guided our step: 
through an age of revolution and reforma 
tion. The wisdom of our sages and the blood 
of our heroes have been devoted to their at 
tainment. They should be the creed of ou: 
political faith, the text of civil instruction, the 
touchstone by which to try the services o! 
those we trust; and should we wander from 
them in morments of error or alarm, let us 
hasten to retrace our steps and to regain the 
road which alone leads to peace, liberty and 
safety.” 

To this platform of the liberal Virginian, that 
purest and best of Christian patriots, Samuel 
Adams, gavelhis instant and earnest adherence 
in language which | think you will be glad tc 
hear: 

“The storm is now over; we are in port, and 
dare say the ship will be rigged for her proper 
service. The world has been governed by pre- 
judice and passion, which can never be friendly 
to truth; and, while you nobly resolve to re- 
tain those principles of candor and justice re. 
sulting from a free representative government 
such asthey have been taught to hate and

Zespise, 
yourself because they 
Though an old man cannot 
you his blessing—you have 
my prayers.” 

When Jomterpos uttered these words, he wa. 
far more hated and despised by his opponent:

descendants of those opponents, and yet, at the

as did every other state, except Connecticu 
and Delaware; a grand, wholesome precedent 
which I advise the voters of Massachusetts, as 
well as of the whole country, to follow under 
the opportunity given them in the candidacy 
of that true disciple of Jefferson, Groves 
Cleveland, 

Ninety years after the utterance of thes 
sentiments, the American Democracy in ite 
last national platform declares: “The rep 
resentatives of the Democratic party of the 
United States, in national convention a5 
sembled, do reaffirm their allegiance to the 
principles of their party as formulated by 
Jefferson and exemplified by the long illus- 
trious line of his successors in Democratic 
leadership, from Madison to Cleveland; we be-

It has been recently said by ano less dis 
tinguished personage than ex-Speaker Reed 
and reiterated by numbers of his imitators 
that through all this, its long history, the 
Democratic party has been only a party of ob 
struction and resistance; and he substantially 
declares that that isits appropriate mission 
and place. 

I beg to remind him that during this same 
period the Democracy has metits opponents 
in martial array and solid columns in no les:

Five Distinct, Successive Forms— 

as Federalists. National Republicans, Whigs 
Native Americans and modern Republicans 
The Modern Republicans they find still 
massed in strength and vigor before them, al- 
though they seem to have retired from com- 
mand the gallant knight whose white plume 
in the past has been so conspicuous. 

But where are the four other national par 
ties which the old, historic Democracy has en 
countered during the past century? 

Unveil thy bosom, faithful tomb, 
Take these old treasures to thy trust, 
And give these sacred relics room 
To slumber in thy silent dust. 

Whether the modern Republicans shal. 
follow in the footsteps of their illustrious pre. 
decessors can be better determined when 
Grover Cleveland is inaugurated as president 
and the people restored to their rights. 

Recognizing as its primary duty adherence 
to these Democratic principles of Jefferson 
the Chicago convention proceeded to lay down 
a platform, every line and sentiment of which 
is in entire harmony with them. 

It is not an unnatural inquiry whether these 
fundamental principles of free, popular gov 
ernment are not sustained by all parties. In 
some general and limited sense they are; but 
in ours, as in all free, intelligent countries 
there has been and ever will be two great par- 
ties dividing on 

Distinet Lines of Political Sentiment. 
Both recognize the popular power, but the one 
believes in it with its whole heart and adopts 
it as a fundamental principle. The other 
with more or less doubt and fear, accepts it as 
& necessity, not to be implicitly trusted, but 
restricted as far as practicable by conserva- 
tism and restraint. It deems the rule of classes 
safer and better than that of the masses. In 
its distrust of popular government it forever 
hedges it around with and obstruc- 
tions. It accepts rather than believes in Demo-

cratic government, and I need not explain to 
you the difference between aman with a be 
lief, and one with only 1 opinion or an ac- 


ceptance. This difference instantly develops 
itself in action, and especial in political 
parties; and never more energetically than in 
atrue democracy, which ever regards the 
ceaseless struggles of the many, rather than 
the ever pressing and cormorant desires of the 
few. 

It is unfortuna 


tely true that the action] ot 
parties is not ays consistent with their 
avowed principles. Parties, political or re 


ious, are subject to infirmity, weakness and 
: « avuvun 1s, consequently, at 


times infirm, weak and inconsistent. Not un- 
frequently one party, in the exigencies of party 
collision, assumes and asserts the position of 
the other, and so gains a temporary superior - 
ity, not due to its real principles, but to its 
adoption in administration of the views and 
purposes of its opponent. Such was thec 
when the Tory party,at different times in 
England. adopted Catholic emancipa-

tion, parliamentary reform, the  exten- 
sion of suffrage and the repeal of the 
corn laws—all measures the Whig party had 


advocated and brought the people finally to 
adopt. So in this country, when the Republi-

This led large numbers of southern Democrats 
to yield their Democracy to personal interests 
and other Democrats to compromise their 
Democracy through fear of civil war and love 
of the constitutional union of the federal 
government. 

This position the Republican party held and 
maintained till its grand specitic purpose was 
accomplished. When, however, through the 
terrible ordeal of civil war and severe con- 
stitutional tension, slavery was abolished, and 
the authority of the federal government re- 
established, the Republicans abandoned all 
democratic principles and policy when they 
attempted, in the interest of party supremacy, 
to control the restored states by “carpet-bag 
governments,” originated by adventurers and 
speculators and sustained by federal power, 
exerted through fraudulent agents and 
ignorant and corrupt voters—an abandonment 
conspicuously consummated when, through 
these same corrupt instrumentalities, it pre- 
vented a duly elected president from entering 
tpon the office to which his fellow citizens 
had elected him. 

This abandonment became complete when 
the Republican party, its fundamental and 
democratic purfose well accomplished, took 
up as its platform those antique and bourbon 
principles, in support of which both the Fed- 
eral and Whig parties had died. At this stage 
it was only natural that its great founders and 
leaders and their descendants should leave it 
and go over to the Democracy, now assum 
ing its 

True Historic and Normal Position. 

It is just at this stage that we encounter the 
tepublicans ef today with our Democratic 
platform, an® our Democratic candidates. 
Naturally, we look for the points of attack 
made upon that platform. It has evidently 
passed under the microscopic vision of its 
opponents, of whom none is more conspicuous 
than that distinguished and popular leader of 
his party, whe, but for the ingratitude a:d 
the multitude of office holders in its conven- 
tion, would be marshalling its ranks today, 
Mr. Blaine. Whatever points supposed to Le 
vulnerable there may be in it we may be quite 
sure his keen observance will detect, and hi: 
impassioned sensationalism develop. 

In discussing very briefly these supposed 
points, J naturally turn to the recent letter of 
Mr. tNaine to Mr. Manley. The writer of 1 
letter, with a Sagacity only equalled by tha 
which forced the disinfectant of reciprocit) 
into the McKinley bill, entirely drops tw: 
most important issues. The one is the forcs 
bill, and the other, President Harrison, upor 
neither of which has he one word to say. 

: The presid himself, however, brings th 
jatter of these issues to the forefront in thi 
long and wearisome defense of his administra 
tion in his letter of acceptance. And he pro 
poses that the sovereign people of the Unite: 
States shall dispose of the other by reference 
to a non-partisan commission—an agency 
which the presidential commission of 1877 anc 
the later tariff commission have utterly dis 
credited with all patriotic, candid and think 
ing men. 

Mr. Blaine, apparently ignoring the long ant 
elaborate platform of his party, and th 
longer and more elaborate letter of acceptanct 
of his chief, 

Limits the Issues 
of the present campaign to three. With m 
&pparent disposition to be very aggressive it 
the impending confiict, or to take in it an} 
very active part, he resembles the Quake: 
who was, rather from necessity than other

#he privateer, eucudmeriug & saiveulé Citustsr 
determined to sink her by running her down 
The conscientious Quaker, refusing to fight 
took up his stand, with keen eye, at the best 
point of observation. As the vessels approach 
he says: “Captain, I cannot conscientiously 
fight, but if thee means to hit her, thee must 
luff.” 

From his standpoint, with his usual clear 
ness, Mr. Blaine sees the movement of his 
craft, and wisely tells his captain and crew 
that if they mean to hit the Democratic ship 
they must “luff,” and stand on a widels 
different course from that which they have 
clumsily laid down in their political char’ 
which he further at once proceeds to revise 

J] ought to add that, notwithstanding Mr 
Blaine ignores it, the Massachusetts conven 
tion revives the force bill issue and restores 
it to its pristine prominence. Thisis an in 
evitable necessity to the caucus candidacy for 
the United States senate of its distinguished 
leader, who became godfather to this bill whet 
Commissioner Davenport gave it birth. 

Now let us turn for a moment to the ob 
jections, and the only objections, that Mr 
Blaine makes to the Democratic platform. 

They Are Three. 

I state the first in his own words: “Phe issut 
of the greatest consequence is the tariff on im 
ports, and it will continue to be until a settle 
ment is effected by a majority so large that i 
will be tantamount to general acquiescenc 

The Republicans are aggressive on this sub 
ject. Two years ago they passed a genera. 
enactment known as the McKinley tariff 
which for atime failed to meet with popular 
approval, and was regarded with a certain de 
gree of distrust by those who had always up 
held the protective system. But a powerfu: 
reaction has come, in consequence of the vindi- 
cation of the McKinley tariff by experience.’ 

Mr. Blaine here distinctly admits that the 
McKinley tariff for a time failed to meet witk 
popular approval, and was regarded with a 
certain degree of distrust by those who have 
always upheld the protective system; but he 
claims its vindication on the ground of 8 
powerful reaction. 

This letter is dated Sept. 6, and was published 
the next day. Onthat very day an election 
was held in Vermont, where the forces were 
marshaled to the onset by Governor McKinley 
himself. We awaited, with all the calmness 
we could command, the dreadful approach of 
“powerful reaction.” It came not, butsent as 
its substitute 10,000 Republican loss. 

We said: “How is this?” And they said 
“Lo! itis all very plain. A creature up there 
known as ‘Australian Ballot’ got across: 
‘Powerful Reaction’s’ path, just as Apollyon 
did cross that of Christian in ‘Pilgrim's 
Progress, and for atime ‘blocked his pious 
way.’” 

Just One Week Later 

came the election in Mr. Blaine’s own state 
Knowing that the whole apostleship of ex 
treme protection, save Governor McKinley 
who was retired in Vermont, had been pre- 
cipitated upon this state, we braced square up 
for the advent at last of this dreadful “power- 
ful reaction.” 

But with the sunset of that day, his dark 
presence was nowhere in the horizon; but 
there came upon us, like the gentle dew o! 
evening, the sweet music of another great Re 
publican loss, and we lifted up our hearts in 
grateful thanksgiving and said, “If this ‘pow 
erful reaction’ will only continue its course 
through the other states as it hasin these two 
we shall have in this election what Mr. Blaine 
says is absolutely necessary, ‘a settlement 0) 
the tariff issue effected by a majority so large 
that it will be tantamount to a general acqui 
escence.’* 

The Democratic platform aggressively de 
clares: “We denounce Republican protection 
as a fraud, a robbery of the great majority of 
the American people for the benefit of the few. 
We declare it to be a fundamental principle 
of the Democratic party that the federal gov- 
ernment has no constitutional power to en 
force and collect tariff duties except for the 
purpose of revenue only, and demand that the 
collection shall be limited to the necessities of 
the government, and honestly and economi- 
cally administe red.” 

This doctrine Mr. Blaine declares “a posi- 
tion almost witho ut parallel in the history o 
the country;” and he controverts it with no lit 
tle energy and yituperation. Then, of course 
he and lic acovciaies, The extreme protection- 
ists who today control and use the Republican 
party, take the opposite of this platform 
Putting thisin the formof a declaration, let 
us see how it reads: 

“We declare it a fundamental principle of the 
Republican party that the federal government 
has constitutional powers to impose and col 
lect tariff duties for 

Other Purposes Than Revenue. 
We demand that the collection of such taxes 
shall not be limited to the necessities of the 
government when honestly and economically 
administered.” 

This is a monstrous advance upon any doc- 
trine ever advanced by any protectionist ad- 
vocate up to the present time, from Hamilton 
to Harrison. The old protection doctrine that 
has been so long familiar to all our ears has 
been that tariff should be limited by revenue 
and the wants of the government. The Re- 
publicans admitted that the excessive war 
tariff within these limits demanded revision; 
and their sole claim was that it should be re- 
vised by its friends and not by its enemies. 

Let me repeat the mild words in which the 
Republican convention of 1860, which nomi- 
nated Abraham Lincoln for the presidency, 
states this, its tariff doctrine. These are its 
words: 

“While providing revenue for the support ot 
the general government by duties upon im- 
ports, sound policy requires such an adjust- 
ment of these imposts as to encourage the de- 
velopment of the industrial interests of the 
whole country.” 

With all their opposition to the Democratic 
platform, is there a Republican convention in 
the country that dares openly and distinctly 
to insert its opposite, as I have stated it, as a 
plank in itsplatform? And yet, itis exactly 
the doctrine of the extreme protectionists 
who, at the advent of General Harrison to 
the presidency, got possession of the Republi- 
can party, and are now controlling and run- 
ning it in their special interests. 

Mr. Blaine, and still more, the extremists, 
claim for this doctrine the support of Jeffer- 
son. Why, the very suggestion would make 
his patriot bones at Monticello 

Rattle in Their Coffin, 
and it would do hardly less for those of Webs- 
ter, Clay, Chase, Lincoln, Seward, Sumner or 
Wilson. 

One thing, at least, the Democratic partform 
has accomplished; it has brought our opponents 
in their opposition to it, much more definitely 
to formulate and state their real principles 
than they have been accustomed to in: their 
own cunningly devised and evasive plat- 
forms. 

Today the Democratic party writes upon its 
banner in letters of glowing light: “No tax- 
ation of the people except to meet the wants 
and necessities of the government, honestly 
and economically administered.” 

The Republicans meet it with their banner 
with its modern inscription: “Taxation for 
protection, limited only by the wants and de- 
mands of the protected industries.” 

American citizens, under which banner will 
you rally? You have, happily, the Australian 
ballot, and, as yet, no force bill, and you 
make your free choice. I can have little 
doubt which your choice will be. 

The second point of attack which Mr. Blaine 
finds in his evidently microscopic scanning of 
the Democratic platform is its failure to ap- 
prove of and appreciate the thin coating of 
limited free trade with which he forced the 
Republican party to cover the otherwise, tc 
him, bitter pill of the McKinley act. 

He says: “When the principle of reciproca: 
trade was first proposed to be introduced inte 
the tariff system the Democrats showed ¢ 
Most generous appreciation of it, and this 
continued until the Republicans were brough 
to its support.” 

As the principle of true reciprocity is in the 
direct line of industrial freedom and tariff re 
duction, of course the Democrats approved it 
and approve it still, as they declare in thei 
platform. It is only to the purpose for whict 
the Republicans took it into the McKinley bill 


a the fraudulent use they are making of it 
at 


The Democratic Denunciation 


applies. Reciprocal trade is nothing bu 
freer trade limited by treaty stipulations. The 
only serious objection to it is that it necessa 
tily puts ns into those entangling alliances with 


Boreign nations, against whitch Washiugtor 
warned usin his farewell address, and this 
upon matters of revenue and trade, in which 
above all others, national legislation ought to 
and must be, independent. This objection, :¢ 
far as it exists, is nowhere better stated than 
by Washington in this same address, in a pas 
sage too long for me to cite. 

But reciprocity is as limited as a political is- 
sue asitisin trade. At bestitis nothing but 
a homeopathic pellet of tariff reform, admin: 
istered in an emergency to a public suffering 
under the gripjngs and distress of oppressive 
tariff exaction. 

The only remaining point of the attack b_ 
Mr. Blaine upon the Democratic platform is ir 
one of its details in regard tothe currency. 
With all his minuteness of scrutiny and readi- 
ness to criticise,I do not understand Mr. Blains 
to claim that there is any doubt as to the posi« 
tion of the national Democratic platform, o1 
of its distinguished and tried candidate, Mr 
Cleveland, upon the subject of silver coinage 
The platform is quite too plain, and the action

tack or criticism upon the national banks, 01 


upon the national currency, except so far as it 


criticises and opposes the effortsand measure: 
of the Republican party to depreciate that cur- 


rency. 
He limits his attack on the Democtratic plat 


form solely to its recommendation to repeal 


the prohibitory tax upon state bank circula- 
tion. He makes the extraordinary statement 


that, prior to the war, “the state banks, with 


some exceptions, were thoroughly irrespon 
sible." He must have forgotton that thes« 
same “thoroughly irresponsible” banks afte: 
the war began, and in its direst crisis, furnish- 
ed to the government 100,000,000 of gold dollars, 
and only suspended specie payments when 
further exhaustive clainus were imminent. 

He must have further forgotten that wher 
the national banking act was passed, its provis- 
ions were drawn mainly from the state banking 
acts—notably from those of New York anc 
Massachusetts—and that when this act went 
into operation these same “thoroughly irre 
sponsible” state banks merely transformed 
themselves, as it was intended they should 
into national institutions, with substantially 
the same capital and the same stockholders 
of which excellent institutions they now con 
stitute much the greater part. 


Mr. Bliine descants with brilliant and sen 
sational rhetoric upon the 
“Wildcat Currency” 
with which he says before the war these 


“thoroughly irresponsible” banks flooded the 
country. And he charges that by their recom- 
mendation of a repeal of the 10 per cent. tax 
upon state bank circulation the Democrats in- 
tend to restore a system of “thoroughly irre 
sponsible banks” and “wildcat currency” 
through dishonest state legislation; and, wit! 
his consummate and characteristic adroitness 
he secks to substitute this issue for that of sil 
ver coinage, upon which the Democratic plat 
form strong, and the Republican s« 
weak. 

Mr. Blaine knows perfectly well that n 
state bank currency, good or bad, can be made 
legal tender. And yet his argumentis, if not 
his assertion that, upon the repeal of this 1 
per cent. tax, every state will at once char 
ter “thoroughly irresponsible’’ banks anc 
flood the country with unlimited “wild-cat’ 
currency; and that the people will thereupor 
throw overboard the national currency and 
substitute for it this miserable stuff. 

Such a suggestion is an insult to every state 
in the Union and a greater insult to the in- 
telligence and character of the constituency 
ef couch otates, and the bugaboo that is at- 
tempted to be got up over this resolution is 
about the most contemptible of the many 
scares by which the extreme protectionists 
have for years sought to divert the attention 
of the people from their efforts to seize the 
government and run it in their interests. 

And more than this, the attempted scare is 
not orignal withthem. It is precisely the 
same that Nicholas Biddle and his moneyed 
associates tried to get up in the controversy ot 
President Jackson with the United States 
bank; and yet he lived to hear it declared by 
his illustrious opponent, Mr. Webster, that a 
national bank was 


“An Obsolete Idea." 


Now let us for a moment look at the real in- 
tentand purpose of this recommendation ot 
the Democrutic platform. Without stopping 
to consider whether, as Mr. Blaine tells us, 
“many will say the national bank currency 
was worth the cost of the war,” let us look at 
its exact position today. The Republicans 
have at last succeeded in establishing the gen- 
eral proposition that it is within the power ot 
congress to issue legal tender notes without 
limit. 

The effect of such an issue can easily be est!- 
mated when we find under it, in the exigencies 
of the war, that the national currency in 
which all payments, public and private, were 
made—saving and excepting those of the 
revenue duties and bondholders’ debts—be- 
came payable in a currency at times not worth 
more than 40 cents on a dollar. 

This currency, after the war, was by appro- 
priate legislation brought to a par with gold, 
where it now is. But the Republicans im- 
mediately commenced its wholesale deprecia- 
tion. They began with a law compelling the 
coinage of two million of depreciated silver 
dollars monthly. They followed this depre-

Dissenting Opinions. 

Judges Seymour and Fenn declare that 
they cannot concur in that portion of the 
opinion of the majority of the court 
which holds that the superior court should 
have counted the 500 ballots which the evi- 
dence of the counters’ returns and moder- 
ators’ certificates were rejected and ex- 
cluded from the count for being double. 
The dissenting judges say that to hold 
that the moderators should do other than 
follow the plain instructions of the law 
would do violence to the ordinary rules of 
statutory construction, and makes the law 
a snare to catch mediators—the statue in- 
structing them, in explicit terms, to do 
one thing, and the courts, by a construc- 
tion of those unambiguous directions, re- 
quiring them to do other things in addi- 
tion,upon a penalty of otherwise defeating 
the election. 

They therefore hold that the action of 
the superior court in both cases, which 
have been considered as one, in declining 
to count the ballots rejected by the moder- 
ators as double, except the ballot in the 
town of Enfield, was correct and should be 


sustained.

Boston, Sept. 28.—William Eustis Ru® | 
sell of Cambridge and James Bernard 
Carroll of Springfield will bear the Demo- 
cratic standard in the coming state politi- 
cal battle,having been unanimously nomi- 
nated yesterday by the Democratic state 
convention at Tremont Temple as the 
party’s choice for governor and lieutenant 
governor, respectively. 

Governor Russell personally accepted 
his fifth nomination by his party ina 
speech tothe convention, and his associ- 
ate, James B. Carroll, bore off his newly 
won spursin the political field with a 
speech,

Force Bill and Civil Service.

In 1890 and ’91 he was again the 
candidate, and was elected. On June 3, 
1885, he married Margaret Manning, and 
has one child, William Eustis Russell, Jr,

MANY CHANGES NEEDED 


To Bring Maine's Militia Up to a High 
Standard of Excellence. 

AvGusta, Me., Sept. 28.—Captain A. B, 
Hall, United States inspecting officer foi 
Maine, has made an extended report on 
the militia of the state tothe war depart 
ment. He recommends that the majority 
of the rifles now in the hands of the troops 
be changed. All rifles of old pattern 
should be turned into the arsenals for re 
browning and repairs, fitted with Buffing 
ton sights, and returned to the state, ‘Th« 
two gun companies in reality are neither 
infantry nor artillery, They are un 
known to the regular service. He would 
break up these companies gnd make of 
them alight battery. The state has gyvs 
now idle, and only requires a complete 
set of harnesses and horses for us¢ 
when required, If there is not an appro- 
priation for this, then make the gun com- 
panies into infantry companies. 

Of the sixteen or eighteen companies of 
infantry, he recommends making them 
into one regiment of twelvé companies, 
divided into three battalions of four com- 
panies each, and the four companie; 
at Rockland, Hampden, Bangor and 
Dover into a separate battalion; and the 
gun companies, if changed to ipfantry, 
inte still another. Each year let the regi 
ment, ifitcan, andif it cannot, let th¢ 
battalions go into camp in the immediate | 
vicinity where they belong, Let the camp 
be conducted as nearly asif in active 
service, thus doing away with the hurly- 
burly and picnic idea.

Run Down bythe Ottoman. 


SHE STEAMER WATERTOWN DESTROYED, 


Fire Breaks Out on Her Trip from 
Boston to Lynn.

Sept. 20.—Sunk in mid-chan- 


That is the fate of the fastest and 
best steamer of the Metropolitan line, the 
Henry M. Whitney. 

She swung free from her dock at 6:10 
last night, and steamed down the harbor, 
bound for New York. Five minutes later 
the big liner Ottoman crashed 
Into her starboard bow. The Ottoman had 
the weight and the speed,and the Whitney 
went down almost immediately. Her 
stern anda portion of her port side re- 
mained above water. That explains why 
no life was lost. 

For unaccountable reason, the 
Ottoman disregarded the Whitney’s re- 
peated signals to pass on the port side. It 
was this that brought the ships together. 

The Aggressor in the Collision 
was under moderate steam, and the 
Whitney had reversed her engines before 
the shock came. But for that the Otto- 
man would have cut the smaller boat in 
two and large loss of life would have been 
inevitable. It is a story of grave mis- 
understanding or unaccountable negli-

The Oitoman, just freed from quaran- 
tine,met the Whitney in mid-channel just 
off Bird’s island flats. 

_ Captain Hallett of the Whitney gave the 
first signal, blowing his whistle twice.

The Ottoman replied with one whistle 
nstead of two; and showed her red light. 
That meant that she was not complying 
with Captain Hallett’s signal. 

He blew twice repeatedly, and reversed 
ais engines in view of possible collision, 
‘hen, he says, the Ottoman displayed a 
green light. That was all right, and, 
hough the Warren liner was bearing 
iowing directly upon them, the Whitney’s 
men expected her to swing off according 
to the signa 

As they were almost in the shadow of 
1er great hull they saw her red light and 
realized that she was going to starboard.

LIFE LOST. 
Steamer Watertown and Her Cargo Com- 
pletely Destroyed by Fire. 
30STON, Steamer Watertown, 
which has been plying between Boston and 
Lynn this season, caught fire on her in- 
ward trip and was run ashore just after 
passing Shirley gut. The boat cost $50,- 
00, and was built only two years ago. 

None of the passengers were seriously 
injured, but Mrs. Mary Frances Carter, 38 
years of age, wife of the steward of the 
steamer, who was on the trip for pleasure, 
recieved injuries from which she died. 
Her husband, H. A.. Carter, was burned 
about the face and neck,but not seriously. 
The crew escaped with the loss of all their 
personal effects, and with only the clothes 
shey stood in. 

The owner of the Watertown, John E. 
Zassidy, furnished them with new outfits 
when they reached Boston last night on 
the tug Ida M. Dolby. 

The steamer Watertown, Captain Alley 
in cominand, left Commercial wharf yes- 
gerday at 12:20 o’clock, twenty minutes 
‘ater than her advertised time of starting. 
She carried a miscellaneous cargo, com- 
prising kegs of white lead, several barrels 
of kerosene oil, bundles of leather, a large 
quantity of fresh meats, a few barrels of 
salt pork, boxes and bales of merchandise 
of various descriptions, and other and 
lighter articles. Not asingle piece of the 
cargo was saved. 

As she was passing through Shirley gut 
smoke and flames were seen to be issuing 
from her sides amidships, and immediate- 

the alarm of fire was given. A hasty 
examination convinced Captain Alley and 
Mate Clancey that the best thing to do 
was to head the steamer for Shirley Point, 
which was at once acted on, and she was 
run aground fon Handkerchief shoals, 
some fifty or seventy-five yards from the 
shore. 

In an instant the flames seemed to leap 
completely over the centre of the hurri- 
rane deck, the wind fanning the fire 
toward theaft. An attempt to work the 
fire apparatus of the Watertown was 
fruitless, as the hose had at the first been 
burned in the near centre. — 

Just what caused the fire is at present 
amystery. Not a soul who was aboard 
the steamer could give the slightest hint as 
lo what started the sudden blaze, which 
purned with unabated fury till the very 
jast. It is agreed, however, that it came 
from below decks somewhere in the vicin- 
tty of the boilers, but further than this no 
one can say.

COLUMBUS DAY PREPARATIONS. 


Suggestions to the Public Schools for 
the Celebration of the Anniversary. 
The official programme for the na- 

sional school celebration of Columbus 

Day is now published. The first duty of 

each of our schools this fall, if it wishes 

to be in line with the other schools of 

America, is to begin preparations at 

once for its proper observance of Oct. 

P1, the 400th anniversary of the discov- 

ery of America. A few suggestions as 

to the first things to be done may be of 
some value. 

Teachers, the superintendent and the 
school board should confer, that action 
may be harmonious and best results at- 
tained. The proposed celebration should 
be explained to each school at the earli- 
est moment. It should be so presented 
ps to awaken enthusiasm. Interesting 
topics relating to Columbus and the dis- 
covery should be suggested for special 
investigation. Such topics might be 
“The Map of the World Before the Dis- 
covery,” “Important Inventions and 
Events in Europe Just Before the Dis- 
covery,” ‘The Story of Columbus,” 
“The Ships of Columbus,” ‘What Co- 
lumbus Expected to Find,” ‘‘Geograph- 
ical Growth of the United States,” 
“Stories of South America,” etc. The 
teacher should assign the address and 
the ode to those who can render them 
most intelligently. The flag salute and 
the gs should be persistently re- 
hearsed. 

Important comtnittees of pupils should 
be appointed: First—A committee of 
invitation, whose duty is to see that the 
family of each pupil receives a special 
invitation to the morning exercises of 
Oct. 21, and also when they arrive to 
show them seats. Second—A_ color 
guard, whose duty is (1) to see that the 
school has a flag and a staff in proper 
condition; (2) to meet the veterans as 
they arrive and escort them with dignity 
to the principal in the school house; (3) 
to act as aids of the principal. 

An efficient adult committee of ar- 
rangements should also be constituted. 
This committee must see—first, that 
seats are prepared out of doors in hope 
of fair weather, and that a room is also 
engaged for the exercises should the day 
be stormy; second, that fitting decora- 
tions and printed programmes are pro- 
vided; third, that the local press is in- 
terested and invited; fourth, that ar- 
rangements are made with the veterans 
and other special guests for the parts 
they are to take. 

But in all cases the school principal 
must make himself personally responsi- 
ble for the work of each committee.

THE COLUMBUS AUTOGRAPH 


The Great Explorer Handled the Sword 
More Skillfully Than the Pen. 

There is a never ending dispute regara 
ing the authenticjt™y7* the various por- 
’ People who claim 
to know deny that the picture which is 
to adorn the souvenir half dollar isa 
correct presentment of the navigator’s 
features, but whether or not the grounds 
on which they base their criticism are 
tenable will probably never be decided. 
Fortunately, however, the quarrel does 
not extend to a challenge of the verity 
of Columbus’ autograph, a facsimile of 
which is given herewith. 

To the ready pen wielder of the Nine- 
teenth century the zigzag writing of the 
discoverer of America must seem queer 
indeed, but it should be remembered 
that in those days men wielded the sword 
and left the gentler arts to be preserved 
at the hands of priestsand women. Most 
of the famed leaders of the Fifteenth 
century were unlettered and found it a 
laborious task to sign their names to im- 
portant documents prepared by the 
monks who followed in theirtrains. Co- 
lumbus of course was a man of great

learning, according to the standard of 
his age, but the use of the pen was even 
to him a burden, and his famous diary 
was probably written as a matter of 
duty and not of pleasure.

“Bess of England” could swear roundly 
and steer the ship of state with firm- 
ness; Columbus could bring monarchs 
to terms and cope with mutinoussailors, 
but when either of them took pen in 
hand the unsteadiness of small practice 
distinguishes the manuscript or auto- 
graph.

White Paper Not Wasted. 

“There is no such thing as waste 
paper,” said the junk dealer to a re- 
porter. ‘Hardly a scrap of white paper 
is wasted. Every bitof it thatis thrown 
away is carefully gathered up and finds 
its way eventually to the mill again to 
be made over. The notebook in your 
hand may furnish material for the pages 
on which you will write a letter six 
months hence, and perhaps a year later 
you will unknowingly find it incorpo- 
rated in a summer novel with yellow 
covers. Thus the paper that 
supplies the world is used over and over 
again indefinitely through the medium 
of the scavengers, the dealers in junk 
and the factories, which are continually 
engaged in transforming the discarded 
material into fresh and clean sheets. 

‘Brown paper, however, is different. 
Because it is composed of nothing mere 
valuable than straw it is mostly thrown 
away and never used again. I would 
not pay you twenty-five cents for a ton 
of it. A few years ago old newspapers 
were worth four cents a pound, being 
made of rags. Now they are manu- 
factured out of wood pulp and straw, 
and their market value is only a quarter 
of acent a pound. Office paper, such 
as old bills and such scraps, are worth

He also saw his brother Martin 
taste the stew before his father meddled 
with it. Martin told him to watch his 


father, and Jc hn saw him put the pack- 


age back on the last shelf in the cup- 
board. 
Thomas McAndrew, who was next 


called, said that he got in the house a few 
minutes after 12 o’clock. His father arose 
from the table and, owing to the defect in 
the door, he was enabled to see his father 
get up in the closet. He asked him what 
he was doing, but he received no answer. 
He then cautioned his brother Jobn to 


watch his father’s movements. 


Dr. O. F. Rogers testified that he was 
called to attend Mrs. McAndrew on the 
2ist day of July by Mr. McAndrew. Sept. 
6a glass jar was brought to him by Mrs. 
Clark, containing a portion of the oyster 
He locked it up and turned it 
to Captain Merrick of s ym 11.

Searched the Closet. 

Here he found a package, which, he 
judged, contained paris green. He also 
a package marked “rat-pat,’”’ in 
which a little green substance was notice- 
able. He took these, and after sealing 
them up turned them over to Captain 
Merrick. 

Professor FE Wood, professor of 
chemistry in Harvard medical school, said 
Captain Merrick delivered to him samples 
for analysis on Sept. 20. The so-called 
“rat pat’? was a mixture of meal and 
white arsenic and paris green, and the 
stew contained a large portion of white 
arsenic. 

Philip C. Knapp, professor of nervous 
diseases in the Harvard medical school, 
stated that he was requested by Dr. Rogers 
to come to the MeAndrew home and _par- 
ticipate inan examination of Mrs, Mc- 
Andrew. He found her in bed helpless, 
with a burning sensation passing through 
her legs, arms and body. He agreed with 
Dr. Rogers that she was suffering from 
multiple neuritis. Arsenic would cause

HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 


Against Powell, the 


Murderer. 


Startling Evidence 
Suspected Somerville 
SOMERVILLE, Mass., Sept. 30.—Richard 
Powell, sullen and defiant, charged with 
murder, made his second appearance yes- 
terday before Judge Story. 

Jobn B. Goodrich appeared for Poweil, 
and Chief M. C. Parkhurst for the govern- 
ment. The prisoner pleaded not guilty 
when the charge was read, identifying 
him as the murderer of one George W. 
Brawn in Somerville, Dec. 22, 1889. 

The first witness examined was Dr. T 
M. Durell, the medical examiner of the 
county. The doctor's testimony was 
mostly technical and to the effect that the 
body found was that of a negro, whose 
death resulted from violence. The next 


witness, Dennis Haggerty, gave an ac- 
count of finding the body in his cellar 


while digging to enlarge the same. 

Edna Wallace, the affianced of the mur- 
dered man, testified that on Sunday, Dec. 
24 1890, she saw Powell with his sleeves 
stained with blood, and that he said to her: 
“Tl murdered that d—— scoundrel, and 
don’t you dare give me away, or I will 
murder you too.” ; 

The last time she saw George was just 
three-quarters of an hour before Powell 
threatened her, at least from the time he 
said he had murdered George.

SSPONSIBLE, 
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Full Bench Decision Relieves the Hub 
from Payirg a Bill of $50,000, 
Boston, Sept. 30.—The city of Boston 
will save over $30,000 by a decision sent 
down by the full bench of the supreme 
judicial court in the case of Cephas H. 
Brackett vs. the city of Boston. This was 
the suit brought to compel the city to 
purchase ata price of $30,000 the land in 
Brighton which the city council voted to 
purchase in 1889 for a public park to be 

known as Roger park. 

After the vote by the city council, 
Mayor Hart refused to sign a warrant 
upon the treasurer upon the ground that 
the price asked was too great.

Letters patent have been granted to An- 
drew Olson of this city for an alleged new 
and useful improvement in hoisting devices. 

tis particularly well adapted for quarry- 
ing purposes. The invention consists of a 
pair of stationary parallel cables, the ends 
of which are firmly secured to the wall on 
top of the quarry, one at a suitable eleva- 
tion above the other.

A $1,000 Monument. 

The Matthew-Thornton memorial monu- 
ment at Merrimack, N. H., was dedicated 
with imposing ceremonies Thursday. The 
monument is of granite and cost $1,000. It 
is very plain in its design, but is of a solid 
and substantial character. It has three 
bases, the lower one six feet and five inches 
square, and the three having a thickness 
respectively of 20, 13 and 24 inches.

UNDERGROUND TRANSIT. 
———— 
Pueumatie System for Transmission of 
Mails to be Practically Tested. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The committee 
appointed by the postmaster general to 
examine into the merits of the eight 
propositions submitted to the postoflice 
department ‘ur a more rapid dispatch of 
mails between large cities and the post 
office stands and transportation terminais 
in large cities by means of pneumatic 
tubes or other systems, has completed a 
preliminary report on the subject and 
presented it to the postmaster general. 
One proposition, the report says, 18 more 
fivorable to the department than any 
other, for the reason that no other pro- 
posal offers indefinite terms (and without 
obligation on the government’s part to pur- 
chase or rent) to give a specific service of 
a practical character within the near 
future. ‘The committee deem it proper to 
make this particular proposition the sub- 
ject of a preliminary report. : 

The offer in question was submitte i by 
the Pneumatic Transit company of New 
Jersey, to put down in the streets of 
Philadelphia, between the postoffice and 
the East Chestnut street branch post- 
Office, pneumatic tubes connecting the 


two ollices, without expense to the de- 
partment, and without charge for one 
year’s use of the same and without lia- 


bility therefor. The committee believes 
this offer advantageous because it will 
enable an immediate practical test of the 
pneumatic system to be held, and recom- 
mends its acceptance. 

The postmaster general has accepted the 
report, and the Pneumatic Transit com- 
pany will be instructed to begin the con- 
struction of its system for a test of ser-

The text of this lesson isso long, and 
the space aj'otted meissoshort, that I 
fannot quote the verses, and must there- 
fore urge the reader to read the notes with 
the Bible open at the place. 

1. This verse takes us to chapters vii, 58; 
viii, 1, 3, and also for Paul’s own testimony 
as to his for cr life to chapters xxii, 3, 4; 
xxvi, 9-11; and Gal. i, 13, 14. He thought 
that Jesus of Nazareth was an impostor 
and a deceiver, and that he in this perse- 
cution was doing right in the sight of the 
God of Israe! 

2. With letters of authority from the 
» priest he started for Damascus that 
be might arrest and bring as prisoners to 
Jerusalem any whom he might find wor- 
shiping Jesus. Shear the margin 
and in the Revised Versioh of this verse 
that the religion of Jesus is spoken of as 
“The Way See also chapters xxiv, 22, 
and xix, 9, 23, R. V. It is the same expres- 
sion that Jesus used in John xiv, 6, “I am 
the way.” 

3. The Lord who rules in heaven and 
onearth allowed him to come near, but 
not into, Damascus with his murderous 
intentions. Not even the devil can go one 
step beyond God’s permission (Dan. iv, 35; 
Job xxxviii, 11; i, 10). It was at midday 
that this light from heaven, brighter than 
the sun, shone upon him (xxvi, 13). 

4. He fell to the earth, as did those 
Roman s ers in Gethsemane (John xviii, 
6). Compare Isa. vi, 5; Dan. x, 7, 8, 9; Rev. 
i, 17, and remember that these were holy 
men, but Saul was an unsaved man, and 
consider what you will do before such 
light.

11. We have here some light upon the 
manner in which Saul passed his taree 
days of blindness. He gave himself to 
prayer; it was a season of true penitence 
and 1ion with God, more of it 
would be good for every Christian, for un- 
less we are much alone with God we shall 
never be much used by God. As to Paul’s 
after conduct in this respect, see Gal. i, 
15-19. 

12. The Lord regarded Saul’s prayers 
aciously gave him a vision of this 
same Ananias coming to him and laying 
his hand upon him. As to other visions 
which God gave this His servant, see xxii, 
17, 18; xvi, 9. We may not expect visions 
from God, for we have the completed 
word, and faith is more blessed at present 
than sight (John xx, 29). 

Saul and his doings seem to have 
been well known even at Damascus, and 
also his present mission and authority. It 
is probable also that the saints at Damas- 
cus had given themselves to prayer that 
God would save them from the power of 
Saul, and possibly they had prayed for his 
conversion, but like the saints at Jerusa 
lem, in chapter xii, 14, 15,the answer was 
too good to be true. How wondrous is our 
lack of confidence in God. 

15. The Lord graciously bears with 
Ananias in his objections, and repeats His 
command to go, adding that Saul is a ves- 
sel of His choice to bear his name before 
Jews and Gentiles, great and small. In 
Gal. i, 15, 16, Paul tells us that God had 
set him apart from his birth to reveal His 
Soninhim. In Eph. i, 4 we read that the 
elect were chosen before the fo4fidation of 
the world. 

16. Saul is not only choSen to bear the 
1ame of Jesus, but also to suffer for the 
sake of that name. The two are insepara- 
bly connected in this present age, for it 
is an evil a and the whole world lieth 
in the wicked one (Gal. i, 4; I John, vy, 
19, R. V ). See also John xv, 18, 19; xvi. 23; 
If Tim. ii, 12; iii, 12; but be encouraged by 
Rom. viii, 18. 

17. Ananias is obedient, searches ont 
Saul, calls him brother and in the name 
of Jesus lays hands upon him that he may 
receive his sight and be filled with the 
Spirit.

20. Being filled with the Spirit (verse 17) 
he goes even into the synagogues, and in- 
stead of talking against Jesus he fearlessly 
proclaims that He is the Son of God. The 
Jews are confounded and seek to kill him 
(verse 23), but God cares for His servant, 
He goes to Jerusalem and is tried by the 
coldness of the disciples toward him, but 
Barnabas proves a true son of consolation,
